Tweed Continues His Narrative 
Regarding Old Tammany 
Corruption, 


Giving the Names of Corporations and 
Parties on the Ring Pay-Roll. 


Two Albany Newspapers Fig- 
ure Largely in the List. 


The Macomb Bank Swindler Run 
Down by the Officers. 


He Proves to Be a Station Agent on the 
g 0., B. & O. Road. 


1 TWEED. ; 
Special Dispatch wo The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Sept. 29.— Tweed talked three 
hours to-day. It was noticeable that the oft- 
repeated but still unanswered question as to 
whether he could not select from the members 
of the present Tummany General Commit- 
tee some of his former associates was 
not put to him, and that the 
line of investigation turned upon 
old corrupt claims against the city, and the 
names of the men whom the ex-Bosq asserts 
were on his pay-rolls, and who were afterward 
politically — to him. There were some 
racy places in his discourse, nevertheless, aud two 
of bis charges which placed the Albany press in 
a bad light have already been denied by tele- 
graph. It was in answer to the question whether 
be had ever subsidized the press at the capital 
that Tweed replied that, when he was in the 
Legislature, be had the Argus and the Lrening 
Journal on his side. They were papers 
of opposite politics. The Hvening Journal 
sometimes contained cditorials against him. At 
one time, however, 8. C. Hutchings,o! that paper, 
called upon him, and said his editorials could 
be softened down, and that he would introduce 
him to Mr. Demars, of the Journal, 
who would fix the matter with him. 
He subsequently saw Demars, and after that 
the articles written for the Journal about him 
and his measures were submitted to him, and 
he altered them as he pleased, and they 
were published in the shape in which 
he put them. He paid Demars various 
sums for these articles. Sometimes he gave 
him$$500, $1,000, or $5,000. Indeed, Demars’ 
wants seemed never to be supplied. As to the 
Argus, he secured that paper by putting its 
claim for public printing in the Annual Appro- 
priation bill. 

The Argus denies that it had any relation 
whatever with Tweed, and the Journal says that 
no one at present connected with it ever re- 
ceived money or patronage from the Boss. As 
to its former editors or business managers, it 
has no knowledge jp the matter. 

In relation toa portion of his corrupt career 
at Albany, Tweed said the organization known 
as the Black Horse Cavalry consisted of twenty- 
eight or thirty men, Republicans and Demo- 
crats, who would not vote for any measure 
unless they were paid for it. lle 
said he could get the Committee of 
Ways and Means of the Assemby of 
1870 to assist him in the passage of his bills. 
Tue names of the Black Horse Cavalry he could 
not recall, this being one of those instances 
where his memory singularly refused to obey 
his will. 

The part of his testimony that will bit most 
hard was in respect to E. K. Apgar, a young 
man who, he says, was on the pay-roll as a 
clerk of some kind, and who was to spout and 
make speeches up in the State. It 
was while engaged in this delightful 
manner, drawing a salary for city service, 
and traveling through the State in Tammany’s 
interest. that Apgar gained his political acquaint- 
ance and influence through which he has pushed 
himseif up to be Secretary of the State 
Democratic Committee and a prominent 
actor in all the party conventions. 

Anotber person on Tweed’s private roll, which 
contained some fiity names of persons who 
worked not but drew salaries from the city, was 
ex-Police Commissioner Disbeeker, then corre- 
spondent of the World at Albany, and also of 
the Staats Zeitung. 

Speaking of the suit of Edmund Jones & Co. 
to recover $501,800 for stationery furnished to 
the city bureaus and departments from 1868 to 
1870, Tweed gave a refreshing description of the 
way be and his accompiices dealt with 
the firm. Joves was to pay 15 per cent 
on all his claims to the Ring, and 
the bills of the firm were swelled by extrair- 
dinacy means. Any one connected with the 
City Government could go to Jones’ store and 
obtain anything he pleased from it, and the cost 
of such articies would be put in the bill against 
the city. In this way pictures, novels, 
harness, and other thiugs were obtained. 
Sweeney, Connohy, King, and others 
got articles from the firm. Gold pens, pencils, 
kutves, and even sleigh robes were procured in 
that way. It was his belicf that the Aldermen 
and Assistant-Aldermen of the years when 
Jones Co., supplied the stationery 
to the city, coula give testimony on 
the matter. He added that he did 
not believe any of Jones’ bills were iegitimate. 
At one time he was blamed for not putting 
bills in the tax levv, but he could not do so, be- 
cause it was overloaded. About that time about 
50 per ceut was asked to have theclaims passed. 

In regard to the suit of the Tenth National 
Bank against the city, Tweed said Ingersoll, 
then one of the new Court-House Commission- 
ers, told him he bad borrowed the money on his 
own responsibility from the banks, and that he 
had givem collaterals in the shape of 
bills for work on the Court-House 
to the bank as security forthe payment of the 
amount. Mr. Palmer, then Cashier, afterward 
President, of the bank, told him he intended to 
sue Ingersoll forthe money. Ingersoll subse- 
quently gare Tweed $112,000 of the 
money he obtained from the bank 
to effect legislation im Albany by 
securing a large appropriation for the Court- 
House Commission, which consisted of Inger- 
soll, Norton, Walsh, and Coman. 

‘Tweed also stated that he could furnish testi- 
mony Which would enable the city to gain its 
suit against Coman to recover various amounts, 
and also against other parties. He further said 
he had asked the Attorney-General to 
come to him, offering to furnish evidence in re- 
— to the Navaro, Rogers, and other cases. 

e was satisfied Sweeny would not have settled 
with the city but for the fact that 
supposed Tweed would give testimony 
against him, and if he had 
given the testimony Sweeny would not have 
been able to settle for any such amount as he 
did. Mr. Peckham and Mr. Whitney; the Cor- 
poration Counsel, had interviews with him on. 
those subjects, Mr. Peckham’s interview being 
prior to the settlement of the Sweeny case. 

After referring to the statement which he 
had forwarded to the Attorney-General, Tweed 
sad he would give it to the Aldermanic Com- 
mittee when they were through with him. 

Ald. Cowing questioned Tweed as to what be 
knew about the New York Citizens’ Associa- 
tion, which at one time opposed Tammany, 
and answered that he gave 
some of its officers places in 
the City Government. Mr. Sands was appoint- 
ed Tax Commissioner, Mr. Joseph F. Daly was 
made Judge of the Court of Common Pleas, 
and Henry was appointed Dock Commis- 
siover. Tammany has since pursued the same 
method with Indepéndents and troublsome 
opponents, so that Tweed’s policy at least re- 
mains as a remembrance of him.

Sheriff Kern Accused of Selling Out in 
the Interest of Hesing. 


Republican Fires Burning Brightly in 
the Wards. 


THE DEMOCRACY. 
ANOTHER CENTRAL-COMMITTEE FIZZLE. 
The Democratic Central Committee made 
another attempt last evening to bold a meeting, 


8 o’clock there were only two members iu the 
club-room of the Palmer House. Within half 
an hour three more came in. One of them was 
Pat Rafferty, and he began to swear, and wound 
up by saving that he was going home.

Billy Lowe said the Committee was an in- 
fernal traud; it never met to do any business. 

Gus Van Buren remarked that, if the gang 
ever did get togetner, he would try to make five 
a quorum. But he claimed that ten was a quo- 
rum, as there were vacanciesin the Fifth Ward 
(Sheridan being dead) and Ninth Ward (Snow- 
hook having resigned). 

Pat Rafferty contended that a majority of all 
the members elect constituted a quorum, iu the 
absence of any specific rule. 

Judge Forrester—Dead or alive? 

Pat Rafferty (with emphasis)—Yes; dead or 
alive. 

M. B. Kenney, of the Thirteenth Ward, said 
the best thing the Committee could do was to 
resign in favor of the Republican party. He 
moved that they go over in a body. 

Pat Rafferty seconded the motion. 

Mr. Kenney, who was a little off, modified his 
motion so that it read: That the Committee 
support Hesing, Jr., for County Treasurer.“ 

A. C. Storey suggested that a Sergeant-at- 
Arms be appointed to go after the missing mem- 
bers. 

Gus Van Buren thought if the Committee 
were going to do anything they should do it. 

Mr. Kenney said that it was evident that there 
was no chance for the Democratic party,—that 
it had been sold out, and he was in favor of the 
whole Committee getting the benefit of the sell- 
out. 

Judge Forrester then made a speech. He 
saw nothing discouraging—no reason for de- 
spair, believing that the party was stronger now 
than it had been for twenty years. 

Mr. Kenney repeated his assertion about the 
sell-out, and added that Sheriff Kern was fig-

Cunningham brushed up bis coat-sleeves, 
and put out his arms, confronting Rafferty, and 
saving, That is all richt.“ All in the room be- 
came excited and were on their feet in a 
minute, and it looked as if Kern, and Keuney, and 
Rafferty, and Cunningham were going to settle 
matters by a regular fight. 

But Kenney weakened, and tried to excuse 
himself, or rather to qualify his charge, by say- 
ing that he “~ “derstood” that Kern was in 
favor of Hesing and was working for him.

, THE FUNFRAL-ORATIONS. 

I wil! content myself by giving you the speech 
of M. Jules Grevy, to whose utterances peculiar 
interest naturally attaches since his elevation to 
the successorship of M. Thiers: 

GENTLEMEN: Amidst the concert of regret and 
praise rising on every side above the tomb of the 
Front citizen whom death has just struck down; 
whilst so many sorrowing voices vie with each 
other in celebrating the magnificent career of M. 
Thiers ; his wonderful mind so broad and penetrat- 
ing, so quick and full of “charm: his admirable 
common sense, that mistress-quality of a states- 
man; his incomparable eloque:ce; his treasures of 
knowledge and experience, the precious fruit of 
sixty years of study, enlightened and rtpened by 
long direction of public affairs; his ardent love of 
his country, the memorabie services which he has 
rendered it,—whai could I tell you that would not 
be a mere feeble echo of the immense aeclamation’ 
Yet I would draw your attention fora moment to 
that which will be in history the grand feature in 
the pol tical life of M. Theirs: I refer to his acces- 
sion to the Republic. M. Theirs long belonged to 
that school of Constitutional Monarchy which 
threw so bright a light upon the first half of this 
century. Like almost all the men of his genera- 
tion, he hoped to find in this institution the realiza- 
tion of the government of the nation by itself, — 
that unconquerable need of modern peoples. He 
fancied he could transplant English ways of gov- 
ernment to our country: not reflecting that in 
France Time has forever destroyed the soctal ele- 
ments on which this Government was original! 
founded in England, and that, in a land which 
reached the Demoeratic state, this tardy importa- 
tion was an anachronism. 

Later on, the sight of our misfortunes made this 
clear to this great mind, when, looking back upon 
the events which im the space of three-quarters of 
a century have caused eight Governments to fall, 
destroyed by violent revolutions, —a thing unheard 
of in the annals of the world,—he said that these 
frequent disturbances and this extraordinary insta- 
bility were due wo the fact that France, baving be- 
come a pure Democracy, could not endure the 
Monarchica!l Governments which were continually 
thrust apon her. 

He saw, too, that the dynastic parties, the mel- 
ancholy legacies of those revolutions, holding cach 
other in check an neutralizing each other, sone of 
ae en henceforth be able to grasp power and 

old it. 

it must have been hard to this illustrious veteran 
of the Monarchist party to abandon a cause to which 
he had been so long attached, and to waich he was 
bound by so many sentiments and memories. But 
no sacrifice was too great for his vatriotiem and his 
love of truth. He did not hesitate to declare sol- 
emnly-and only a few days ago he repeated it— 
that he Republic is the only Government possible 
in France. 

The Republic has in a great measure to thank M. 
Thiers for having conquered the trusting adhesion 
of France, and for having convinced Europe that it 
is a Government of Order and Peace. But, on the 
other hand, it is thanks to the force of Republican 
Government that M. Thiers was able to raise 
France from her disastere with the promptness and 
succees which have astonished the world. 

The Foundation of the Republic, and the Resur- 
rection of France, —these are the two great services 
which M. Thiers was fortanate enough to render 
his country. These will de his noblest tities in the 
eyes of posterity. By them his name will be made 
immortal, and the gratitude of the French nation 
imperishable. 

What other services could he render“ 

As we have lost bim, let us at least treasure his 
example and tradition. 

Let us strive to show, as he did, that the Repub- 
lic is a Government of Order, of Peace. and of 
Liberty. the only Conservative Government for 
our country and our time, because it alone is enit- 
ed to our interests, our needs, and our social 
state. 

Thus shall we honor the memory of M. Thiers, 
and serve France. 

MM. Jules Simon, de Sacy. Vaitry, and Ad- 
miral Pothnau also made speeches of more or 
less importance. While Jules Simon was speak- 
ing, be was frequently interrapted by bursts of 
applause. Whenall were concluded, and the 
bedy had been lowered into the grave, the 
spectators quietly dispersed. So ended a mem- 
orable and imposing ceremony, which has taught 
many lessons, not the least of which is this: 
that Paris bas been vilified. The funeral of 
M. Thier’ shows us that it knows on occasion to 
be calm, dignified, and to respect authority, 
though that authority be of doubtful origin. 

M. Thiers lies in a simple family-vauit in the 
Avenue des Acacias, bearing the number 71. 
The monument has the form of a square chapel, 
and is entered by a plain iron gate, over which 
is the inscription, “ Famille Dosne—Thiers.” 

M. Thiers lived as a dowrveo’s, and died as a 
bourgeois. He has been buried as a bourgevis, 

THE POLITICAL SITUATION AFTER HIS DEATH. 

Heavy as was doubtless the biow to Repub- 
lican France when M. Thiers died, it was not, I 
think, so heavy as to materially endanger the 
success of his party at the coming elections. It 
was asad error of judgment, no less than of 
good taste, tor the Republicans to have put 
themselves in direct opposition to the President 
on the question of the state funeral. Anything 
of this sort cannot fai! to alarm timid spirits 
and waverers, who will be sure to fancy they 
see in it signs of a departure from the modera- 
tion that has hitherto marked the bearing of 
the Republicans. It will not, however, in all 

robability, prevent the utter discomfiture of 

he Fourton-Broetie Cabinet on the 14th of Oc- 
tober. Possibly, though, Marshal MacMahon wilt 
personally gain sry pees Ts the change in the 
situation. I should not surprised to find 
him governing France two months hence, with 
the aid of a Dufaure-Renault Ministry. This

New York, Sept. 20.—The Republicans of 
this city are thoroughly out with Senator Conk- 
ling. and propose to show him their repudiation 
of his Convention proceedlings, and their allegi- 
ance to President Hayes, by holding a grand 
mass-meeting. In this way, while supporting 
the Rochester ticket, they will make it known 
that they do not recoguize the right of the Con- 
vention to speak for the great majority of Re- 
publican voters. The movement is inaugurated 
by the Union League Club, whose members are 
united in their denunciation of the course 
taken by those opposed to the Admin- 
istration. Judge Noah Davis, Jackson 
8. Schultz, William E. Dodge, and 
other like ppominent men are on the Commit- 
tee of Fifty appointed to-night to arrange for 


the meeting. 

Similar results are being achieved elsewhere 
by the declarations of Countv Conventions, and 
it is hoped that Senator Conkling, while. he has 
ruined himself politically. may prove to have 
incited bis party to greater efforts than would 
otherwise have been put forth. 

The Times says: A statement concerning Mr. 
Conkling was related at the Union League Club- 
Hall to-night which made an additionally un- 
favorable . impression. It was stated that 
it had been roposed to Mr. Cur- 
tis before the onvention to meet the 
Senator, and that Mr. Conkling had consented

SECRET SOCIETIES. 


Recent Session of Grand Lodge of 1. 0. o. F. 

There was very little new legislation of im- 
portance. Strong efforts were made by a 
respectable minority—including the representa- 
tives from [llinois—to diminish the current ex- 
penses by reducing the allowance of mileage 
and per diem to members, but without success. 
The Grand Secretary by pruning his voluminous 
correspondence aided somewhat in the direction 
ofeconomy. The practice of presenting a set 
of the bound journals of the Grand Lodge to 
each pew representative was disc ontinued,there- 
by saving about $1,000 per annum. 

The following resolutions adopted modify 
existing law regarding dropping for. non-pay- 
ment of dues, and are of interest to every 
Lodge: 

Resolved, That amember of a Subordinate Lodge 
or Encampment, who is in arrears for weekly or 
funera) dues more than thirteen weeks, is not en- 
titled to the term word or to vote in the Lodge 
or Encampment, bat w a contributing member 
until suspended, dropped. or expelled in accordance 
with the requirements of the constitution, and as 
such is entitied to visit his own Lodge or Encamp- 
ment. He cannot, however, become entitled 70 
benefits until he shall have paid up in full all dues 
and fines (weekly and funeral) that have accrued 
against him up to the date of payment, if the by- 
laws of the Lodge or Encampment shal) so pro- 
vide; nor then until the expiration of such time 
— as may also by the laws be provided as a 
penaity. 

Resolved, That a Lodge or 12 cannot 
refuse to receive in full or in part the dues of a 
member prior to his saspension, and no member 
can be suspended or dropped from membership in 
the Order for non-payment of dues unless at the 
time of his suspension be shall be indebted to the 
Lodge or Encampment for one year's dues, 

Resolved, That, when any member of a Lodge or 
Encampment shail neglect or refuse to pay the 
dues fixed by the laws for the space of one year, 
the Seere or Scribe shall report the same to the 
Noble Grand or Chief Patriarch, and, unless the 
Lodge or Encampment otherwise direct, such 
member shall thereupon be suspended, be having 
been first notified of the action that would be 
taken, a record of which shall be made upon the 
minutes. The mere fact of a member being over 
twelve months in arrears does not constitute him a 
suspended or dropped member. To render him 
such the Lodge or Encam nt must formally de- 
clare him to be suspended. 

Dropping for non-payment of dues is discre- 
tionary with the su inate body and not com- 
pulsory as heretofore. 

It was decided that a Grand Lodge might per- 
mit its subordinat e to make bv-laws requiring 
dues to be paid in advance, provided such require- 
ment shall not work any forfeiture of hts 
now guaranteed to members by the laws of the 
Grand Lodge of the United States. 

The amendment tothe constitution, making 
sessions, was deferred till next session. A mo- 
tion to postpone indefinitely was lost,—52 yeas, 
83 nays,—showing a growing sentiment in favor 
of the change. 

MILEAGE AND PER-DIEM. 

The amendment, giving Past Grand Sires 
mileage and per-diem, was lost,—34 yeas, 98 
nays. 

he amendment changing the name of the 
Grand Lodge of the United States to the Supreme 
Lodge received 73 yeas to 61 navs, not a three- 
quarters’ vote required to amend the constitu 
tion. 
The following resolution was adopted, and is 
an important modification of former legislation

It is a matter of agreement among 
representatives of all branches of trade in 
this city that the business done by them 
last week was gratifyingly large, and much 
in excess of what they they had looked for- 
ward to. It did not need their assurances, 
however, to prove to even the most indiffer- 
ent observer that the season was an active 
one. The crowds upon the streets, the 
throngs in all the shops, wholesale and 
retail, the attendance at the Exposition, con- 
sisting chiefly of country people, were good 
«enough indications that the day of better 
things was at hand. The prosperity of the 
great show on the lake shore is satisfactory 
evidence of the amount of money which is 
being spent in Chicago just now. The 
price of admission is but 25 cents, or half 
what it was last year, and yet the receipts 
last week were equal to those for 
the same period in 1876. Nearly all 
the visitors are from out of town,—the 
city people waiting till the rush is over,— 
and, after they have seen the show, they visit 
the shops and make their purchases, and 
they are heavier than they have been for 
years. Tue Trisunz finds that its sales of 
papers have largely increased, and it is neces- 
sary for it to print over 1,000 more than 
usual per day in order to supply this extra 
demand. The commercial banks report that 
their deposits are increasing, and that the 
traces of the savings-bank panic are rapidly 
disappearing. The people of Chicago are 
elastic, and not given to despondency. They 
do not cry long over their wounds, but take 
heart of grace and go to work again. They 
are beginning to feel the influence of this 
recent business revival, and will be prompt 
to take advantage of it, and make this the 
busiest and most profitable season we have 
had for years. 

THE INEQUALITIES OF 1AXATION. 

Some years ago a broker in this city, in 
making his schedule of personal property 
for taxation, wrote down that he had cash 
on hand $35,000. The Assessor returned 
this schedule unchanged. No objection be- 
ing interposed, it was consolidated with the 
whole county assessment reported to the 
State Board of Equalization. That Board 
added 76 per cent to the assessment of per- 
sonal property in this county, making the 
valuation upon the cash of the broker at the 
rate of $1.76 per dollar. Upon an appeal 
to the Supreme Court, that body decided 
that no relief could be given; that the bank- 
er had been guilty of laches,—had slept on 
his rights; that the law efforded every citi- 
zen full means of protection, and that he 
should have attended to the business before 
the county authorities. 

It has never beea very clear to the minds 
of the public how the law affords any kind 
of protection to the citizen in this matter 
of taxation. For sevefal years the State 
Board has by resolution declared that the as- 


sessment of property for taxable purposes 
was at the rate of 50 per cent of its cash 


value. In making their returns of personal 


property in this county the general public 
have adopted this 50-per-cent, rule; that is, 
the owners of personal property made re- 
turns thereof at half its value, and the As- 
sessor, following the same rule, adopted that 
valuation. When the County Board revised 
these valuations it added 20 per cent to the 
assessments for the South Town. Now the 
State Boerd has added 55 per cent to the 
whole county assessment, first having de- 
clared that the general valuation of the prop- 
erty throughout the State was 50 pcr cent 
of the real value. Now let us com- 
pute the effect of this valuation by an 
actual case: A, having personal property 
worth $2,000, returned this under the 50-per- 
cent rule at $1,000; to this the County 
Board added 20 per cent, or $200; and the 
State Board has added $550, making a total 
valuation of $1,750; which, being, according 
to the State Board, only 50 per cent of its 
real value, makes that $2,000 worth $3,500. 
The Supreme Court has ruled that the State 
Beard is a law unto itself, and that in the ab- 
sence of fraud its valuations are final. The 
State Board has decided thatgthe equalized 
valuation of property as completed by it is 
at the rate of 50 per cent of the real value; 
while, as in the case of the broker, whose 
greenbacks were assessed at $1.75 on the 
dollar, and in the case we have put of prop- 
erty valued at 879 per cent of its real value, 
the decision of the State Board that it is 
only 50 per cent must stand as a finality, 
and is without redress. 

We suggest that the declaration of the 
Supreme Court in the Apsir case—that the 
law afforded ample protection to every citi- 
zen, if the citizen will resort to the remedies 
provided—is not sustained by fact, and that 
the citizen has no legal protection against 
injustice and unfairness in the matter of 
taxation. In the first place, the law is im- 
perative that property shall be valued at its 
full cash value; the Assessors are sworn to 
assess all property at its full cash value; the 
forms of listing given to citizens on which to 
make returns require full cash values to be 
returned. The practice, however, is against 
this ; the requirement of the law is ignored, 
and the State Board gravely assumes annually 
to fix, arbitrarily, a rate at which the valua- 
tion has been made. It deals with counties. 
It decides which of the 102 counties are as- 
sessed too high and which too low on 
each description of property, and adds to 
or takes from the aggregate valuation 
returned by such counties with uncontrolled 
freedom. The State Board levies taxes by 
counties, and not upon property of indi- 
viduals. If a man in Kane County has a 
farm worth $50 an acre, and makes return 
thereof as required by law at that value, and 
the State Board shall decide that all the land 
in Kane County has been assessed too low, 
and adds 100 per cent to the valuation of 
lands in that county, this person will have 
his land for taxation at $100 an 
acre, and there legal remedy or relief. 
The Constitution of the State provides for 
“levying a tax by valuation, so that every 
person and corporation shall pay a tax in 
proportion to the value of his, her, or its 
property.” It does not provide for “‘ levying 
a tax by valuation, so that each county shall 
be tared such sum as a Board sitting at 
Springfield shall apportion thereto.” It is 
unavoidable in the assessment of property 
that various degrees of accuracy in the val- 
uation shall occur. Property in a county 
may be assessed at 40, 50, 60, 75, 80, or 100 
per cent of its real value. This inequality 
the State Board doés not attempt to correct.

watchfulnéés or care upon the part of the 
citizen can guard against injustice in the as- 
sessment after it has left the control of the 
county authorities. In the matter of taxa- 
tion, therefore, not merely for State, but for 
county, town, and city purposes, the citizen 
is at the mercy of an irresponsible Board, 
whose proceedings are not to levy a tax by 
valuation on the property of each citizen, in 
proportion to its value, but whose function 
is to levy taxes by counties, and whose de- 
cision is final, except in the case of fraud. 
The aggrieved citizen is without remedy. 
The courts are closed against him; and he 
finds that he is not required to pay taxes in 
proportion to the value of his property, but 
according to the value which the State Board 
may think proper to place on all the prop- 
erty in his county. 


THE COUNTY BOARD. 

We hope there is no citizen of 
who will allow himself to forget that there 
are five members of the County Board to be 
elected in November, and that four of these 
are to be elected by the voters residing in 
the city. These five members are of more 
importance to the protection of the public 
interest than are all the other officers com- 
bmed. These men will be the controlling 
power in the County Board, and the pro- 
ceedings of the County Board are of more 
direct and pecuniary concern to the people 
of this city than are those of the State Leg- 
islature. This Board levies more taxes to be 
collected in this city than does the Legisla- 
ture. It is an anomaly in government. It 
levies taxes, votes the appropriations, and 
its members personally expend the whole 
revenue of the county. The members make 
all the appropriations ; they personally pur- 
chase the food and clothing for the insane, 
for the hospital, for the alms-house, and for 
the outdoor relief. They vote the money to 
pay for building the Court-House, and all 
other public buildings; they fix the 
price of materials and of labor, and vote such 
extras in the way of gratuities as may be 
asked and perhaps paid for by the contract- 
ors. They are only limited in these expend- 
itures by the amount of taxes they can levy 
and collect. The Board consists of only 
fifteen members, and eight are at the same 
time a quorum and a majority, ayd eight 
members have absolute power. It is need- 
less to repeat the history of the present 
Board. Several of the members are now on 
trial for official misconduct and dishonesty. 

The vacancies happening this year are of 
such a character that the present ruling ma- 
jority will be perpetuated, or that majority 
will be changed to a minority, according to 
the character of the men who may be elected 
this fall. If five honest citizens can be 
found who will give their time to the public 
service, and they shall be elected, then the 
public will have some degree of protection 
for at least the year to follow. If. however, 
a different class of persons shall be elected, 
then the disgraceful transactions of several

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A SOCIALISTIC SOPHISM. 

Sunday is the day when the workingmen 
of the cities have most time to give heed to 
the discussions of the public questions in 
which they take an interest, and conse- 
quently it is Sunday that is generally chosen 
by the Communistic leaders and socialist 
demagogues to ventilate their vagaries. One 
of these chaps, well known for his reckless 
attacks on every principle that holds society 
together in its commercial and political re- 
lations, took advantage of a meeting of 
workingmen last Sunday to evolve the most 
preposterous of all the socialistic doctrines 
that have come under our notice. In order 
to emphasize the value of organization, and 
to pander to the greed and imagination of 
his hearers, he told them that ‘‘ combina- 
tion is all that is necessary to secure labor- 
ing men any wages they choose to demand, 
and that they might as well as not wear 
the best of clothes, smoke the best of cigars, 
and enjoy princely fare, and pictures, and 
silk dresses, and pianos, and all the luxuries 
of life that they might individually covet. 
It was only for them to demand wealth and 
take it. ‘‘ With combination,” he added, 
the hod-carrier may demand and get $5 and 
$6 a day as well as $1 a day.” 

The speaker knew very well that he was 
telling a lie, and that he was counseling a 
course sure to lead either to starvation or 
plunder. But such sentiments find easy 
credence among the ignorant people to 
whom they are addressed, and it is on this 
account that it is well to follow them ont to 
their logical results. If the hod-carriers 
should combine and succeed in obtaining $6 
a day instead of $1, it is not within 
reason to suppose that combination 
would cease with them. If it did, then 
the successful combination of the hod- 
carriers would bring additional suffering upon 
all other classes of labor. This combina- 
tion alone for a sixfold increase of wages 
would probably double the cost of building, 
which would immediately double rents and 
add in due proportion to the household ex- 


penses of all workingmen, while their wages 
remained the same as before. 
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the covetous hod-carrier, would increase six- 
fold in price, and they would be as far be- 
yond the reach of the hod-Carrier then as 
they are now. Everything would be on the 
same plane after the common multiplication 
by six. Wherein would be the advantage to 
the workingman? The country tried the 
policy of multiplying things by two fora 
good many years. We were able to keep it 
up for awhile because war incieased con- 
sumption and diminished production, and 
we borrowed from foreign countries the 
difference. But eyen this double infla- 
tion led us finally to a general 
condition of commercial collapse, to a panic, 
and to long years of depression, during which 
we have been endeavoring to come down to 
a proper basis. How long would a six- 
fold inflation last and where would it end? 
are questions which may be answered by our 
experience in the double inflation. 

But this process of inflation by combina- 
tion would immediately precipitate national 
disaster. Unless the farm-laborers combined 
similarly, they would be thrown out of em- 
ployment and starve, for all exchanges 
which the farmer takes would cost him six 
times what they did before. It would be 
necessary, therefore, for the farmers and 
farm-laborers to combine for sixfold more. 
Then farm-produce,—the wheat, corn, 
barley, ‘oats, rye, cattle, hogs, cotton, rice, 
sugar,—all would command six times as 
much as before. This would instantly shut 
off every foreign market. The Minnesota 
farmer, or Louisiana planter, or Texas stock- 
raiser who finds a market abroad for his 
wheat, or cotton, or beef at the present 


price would be thenceforth excluded from a 


foreign market by necessarily holding his stuff 
at six times that price. So with every branch of 
manufacture. But all observing men admit 
that the great trouble now comes from the 
lack of demand for the production of the 
country. This is the cause of relatively low 
wages and hard times. The proposition to 
combine and increase all wages sixfold is a 
proposition to reduce the demand still more. 
Now we have home consumption and foreign 
consumption, but the proposed increase of 
wages would limit us to home consumption 
alone. The farmers would have to reduce 
their crops and the manufacturers close 
their mills and foundries, whereby the num- 
per of unemployed men would be increased 
and the extent of suffering would be en- 
larged, notwithstanding the fact that wages 
would be nominally six times what they were 
before. Yet this is the kind of advice which 
the demagogues and Communistic agitators 
preach to the workingmen, imposing on 
their ignorance and pandering to their 
cupidity. 


RENAN ON THE GOSPEL OF ST. JOHN. 
Ernest Renan has written for the Contem- 


porary Review an article on the Gospel Ac- 
cording to Jonx.“ He takes the ground, not 
at all singular in these days, that this book of 
the New Testament has heen overrated. The 
simplicity and sincerity of the earlier Gos- 
pels are not to be found in it. Renan ad- 
vances reasons for believing that the Book of 
Joun was written, not by the Disciple whom 
Jzsvus loved, but by a namesake of the Apos- 
tle called the Presbyteros Joannzs and a cer- 
tain Antsriox, who knew by heart many of 
the Lorp’s discourses. They resided at 
Ephesus with Joun, heard his story of the 
life of Jesus, constituted him an oracle, and, 
after his death, published what they had 
heard from him, with embellishments of 
their own, as the Word of Gop. It 
was a matter of local pride that 
Ephesus should find a place within 
the canon for the Apostle who had honored 
that city by his residence. The friends of 
the Apostle, in such a cause, felt themselves 
authorized to speak in his name, and to write 
twenty-five or thirty years after Jonx's death 
what it was regretted that he himself did not 
make permanent during life. ; 

This, in brief, is the theory of Renan. It 
implies a certain degree of infidelity, and as 
such may shock those who place implicit 
confidence in the received version of the 
origin and publication of the Gospels. How- 
ever this may be, there need be no hesitation 
in entertaining his criticisms of the literary 
style of the Gospel. He finds it wordy and 
inflated, unreal and obscure. ‘‘ The 
author does not narrate; be demon- 
trates.” Nothing can be more fatig- 
uing than those long accounts of mir- 
acles, and those discussions turning on 
misapprehensions, in which the adversaries 
of Jusos play the part of idiots. Moreover, 
the composition is often mystical. It resem- 
bles the controversies of the ancient Greek 
philosophists, which revolve about definitions 
in endless mazes; or the disputes of the 
nominalista, idealists, and realiste, which are 
the essence of pure philosophy, and the 
source of everlasting and fruitless specula- 
tion. Hence arose the doctrine of Gnosti- 
cism, and the division of the personality of 
Jzsus. Many already spoke of the won 
Cunistos as of a being distinct from the 
man named Jesus. It became imperative to 
oppose to this a tangible Word, and this 
was what the new Gospel did.” The life of 
Jnsus as told by Joun consequently differs 
in the gravest manner from the one nar- 
rated in the writings of Marx, Loxz, and 
Matrurew. The author makes the discourses 
of Jesus formal, and deprives them of 
apocalyptic utterances. He is obliged to 
take refuge in metaphysics. “‘ This false 
position produces at length a fatiguing im- 
pression, and one ends by finding that the Jews 
were excusable for not having apprehended 
new mysteries presented to them im so ob- 
scure a manner.“ In the Gospel of Jonny, 
Jesus ‘‘ argues to demonstrate His divinity.” 
One feels that the author's aim is not to ro- 
port words that were actually spoken, but to 
give authority to his favorite ideas by placing 
them in the mouth of the Divine Master.” 

Renan describes this Gospel in two words 
asa“ ical drama.” It was peculiar- 
ly a style of writing which recommended it- 
self to the Greeks. “ The fresh charm of 
the Galilean Idyl, lit by the sun of the King- 
dom of Gop, was little appreciated by the

He 1s not allowed to 
bear arms. His evidence is not received in 
the courts. Hindoos, Chinese, and the 
whole Pagan world are not entitled to clam 
the Aman. They can be put to death at 
pleasure.

2 this moment the Turk is under no obligation by 
his law or religion to spare the lives of his Russian 
captives. They have not asked, nor has he grant- 
ed them, the eman ; and without the aman the life 
of any Russian who falls into his hands is forfeit. 
If he spares him, it is a concession to European 
opinion, which it might be awkward to offend. 
But to take the life of a Christian, fighting against 
Mussulmans, is to doa meritorious act; and the 
more such lives a True Believer takes, the greater 
is his reward in Paradise. That is the ingrained 
belief of every soldier in the Sultan's army who is 
loyal to bis creed, and it is a doctrine which is 
preached by multitudes of ulemas and dervishes 
throughout the Turkish Empire. 


The only exception to Mussulman fanati- 
cism is the Jew; and he is secure, because he 
is not the rival of the Mussulman, does not

We have been at the pains to make a syn- 
opsis of this remarkable article, not because 
the views therein presented are at all funda- 
mental or necessarily sound, but because the 
writings of such aman on such a subject 
command attention. Rxxax has studied the 
life of Jzsus with painstaking fidelity, and 
his histories of the four Gospels are as 
minute, if not as accurate, as any now ex- 
tant.

Joun may be harsh and erroneous, but it is 
not hasty or unsupported by a shadow of 
evidence. It may well invite the attention 
of Christian theologians and scholars learned 
in exegesis, whether within or without the 


There are people in this world so strange- 
ly constituted that they sympathize with the 
Turks in their war with Russia.

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York, publicly warned the immigrants not to 
go out into the West and beyond the reach 
of their churches. There is reason to be- 
lieve that he subsequently regretted having 
given this advice. It is pretty certain, how- 
ever, that this sentiment for some years 
prompted the Church authorities to exert 
their influence in retaining the Catholics in 
populous centres where there were ample 
church facilities. Butexperience has taught 
that the physical and moral influences 
of that phase of city life into which 
they drift are so baneful that the direct 
religious influences of the Church fail to 
compensate for them. Of late years, now 
that the Church has extended its branches 
through the country, it no longer interferes 
directly to keep the Irish Catholics in the 
cities, but even yet there can hardly be said 
to be an active influence in persuading them 
to take up farm-life. Yet it is evident that 
the Church authorities, with the Cardinal at 
the head, and the co-operation of the clergy, 
could in no way do their people so much 
good as by advocating and encouraging their 
settling on public and railroad lands in the 
West and South. This may be done in 
colonies, after the St. Louis fashion, which 
shall enable each colony to support a church 
and a clergyman. That process will 
assure to the Catholics the religious influence 
which the Church authorities are so anxious 
should surround them. There is no 
reasonable objection to this kind of 
colonization. The Catholics have the 
same right to the free and unrestrained 
enjoyment of their dogmatic belief and 
practices that is possessed by all other sects ; 
there is no doubt that strict conformation to 
the rules of their Church and the precepts 
of their religious guides will make them 
good citizens ; their colonies may become as 
thrifty and well-to-do as Protestant colonies ; 
and their lives will be far happier and more 
prosperous than in the overcrowded cities. 

We have said that some change has been 
noticed within the last few years in this 
matter. It has been remarked that, as the 
native New Englanders have abandoned the 
work of tilling the rocky and comparatively 
sterile land of their section of the country, 
and have sought the more fruitful soil of the 
West, Northwest, and Southwest, their 
places have been taken largely by the Irish, 
and it would not be surprising if a couple of 
generations would see the New England farm- 
ers largely of Irish descent, instead of finding 
among them the blue blood of Puritan an- 
cestry. But this New England movement is 
confined mostly to the new arrivals, and, as 
immigration has fallen off more than one- 
half within the last four years, more good 
can be done by organizing colonies among 
the Irish Catholics who are now residents of 
the cities. If the Church were to take an 
active interest in promoting and encouraging 
the voluntary associations for settling new 
farming communities in the West and South, 
no agency would be so efficient in reducing 
the surplus population of cities. and freeing 
them of the very class that fare the worstand 
contribute the least good in the rush and tur- 
moil of city life. We are satisfied that the 
clergy could do nothing that would be so ben- 
eficial to the immortal souls or the mortal 
bodies of masses of their people as by giving 
these movements the assistance of active 
Church influence. . 
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FAILURE OF THE RUSSIAN CAMPAIGN. 

After successive phases of victory and de- 
feat, the contending armies in Bulgaria have 
at last settled down into that apathetic and 
inactive condition which, at this advanced 
state of the season, shows that the campaign 
of 1877 is virtually at an end. Looking the 
whole campaign over, from the time the 
Russians crossed the Pruth in April last to 
the present, it must be admitted, though the 
Russians still maintain a footing in Bulgaria, 
that they have been defeated. Not to have 
driven the Turks back is tantamount to a 
defeat. The Russians should have been at 
this time south of the Balkan Mountains, 
with their base at Tirnova and their advance 
at Adrianople. In reality, they are on the

Worse than all com- 
bined, Russia, instead of protecting the 
Christians, has exposed them to additional 
suffering and danger, with no hope of pres- 
ent interference in their behalf. The pres- 
ent campaign, however, is but the beginning 
of the end.

SHERMAN. 


A Talk with the Secretary of the Treasury. 
Telegram to Cincinnati Commercial. 

WasnHineTon, Sept. 27.—Secretary Sherman 
has been the obiect of so much newspaper criti- 
cism of late, tit it has been thought advisable, 
this evening, to get his side of the story. He 
was, therefore, called upon and put through a 
course of questioning. He was found at home, 
in good humor and disposed to talk. He hada 
pile of papers before him, much like an editor’s 
sanctum. He said large numbers of newspapers 
were sent to him officialiv, often marked to at- 
tract bis attention, some quite friendly and 
some quite the reverse. 

ABOUT NEWSPAPERS. 

The leading dailies come to him regularly, but 
he had not always time to open them, much less 
to read them. But he devotes one or two 
hours each evening to them, and tried to keep 
up with the current events and opinions. The 
ene and enterprise of the press were amaz- 
ing. t made and controlied public opinion, 
and could fairly be called the third estate, as 
potent as either House of Congress. Fortu- 
nately, pewspapers are ephemeral as snow- 
flakes. What they say that is false is apt to die 
out or be contradicted the next day. me are 
fair and just, and some make it a point to per- 
— and lie, but they balance each other very 
well. 

STATEMENTS NOT WORTH CONTRADICTION. 

The public will find out what to believe ina 
very short’ time. He had read about bimself 
innumerable falschoods, but did not contradict 
them unless they injuriously affected others. 
He had been made a candidate for the Senate 
when he never mentioned or thought of it. He 
was charged with levying assessments on clerks 
for political purposes, when he had refused even 
to mention a wish on the subject. He intended 
to go home and vote and contribute to the elec- 
tion, but that was his own business. 

NOT BUILDING HOUSES TO ANY GREAT EXTENT. 

It was said that he was building sixty houses, 
while the only house he had built this summer 
was anew stable in the place of one that was top- 
pling down. He bad solid some vacant lots down 
by the railroad to an association of enterprising 
mechanics, who were building a fine lot of 
bouses on them, and on lots purchased trom 
others, giving employment to a good many men. 
He was charged with oppressing and grinding 
the people, when all he had done was to reduce 
expenses, lessen the rate of interest, and add to 
the value of every dollar of paper money. 

NO INTEREST IN THE SYNDICATE. 

He was falsely charged with being interested 
in the Syndicate, when he had only the same 
interest that every good citizen has, and made 
the best possible bargain for the public with 
them, and held them to their contract. These 
and other falsehoods he had read: but, after all, 
he believed sensible people would learn the 
truth, and give him credit if he did right, and 
was very willing to be held responsible if he did 
wrong. 

RETICENCE ASOUT TREASURY MATTERS. 

In reply to the remark that some of the news- 
papers are disposed to complain that he is reti- 
cent about matters in the Treasury, and refuses 
to answer questions, he said that on the con- 
trary it was his effort to keep the public con- 
stantly advised of the exact condition of the 
Treasury. He had enlarged the monthly debt- 
statement, which gave all the items of the pub- 
lic debt. Within a weck after that was pub- 
lished he had prepared and published a state- 
ment showing the principal financial statistics of 
the Treasury,—the aggregate debt, cash in hand, 
the price of gold, ete., and contrasted it with 
the same items of the same date one year pre- 
vious. This statement shows the exact changes 
in the condition of the Treasury, and every 
item was a favorable one. He bad published, 
and intended hereaiter to publish, on the 
13th day of each month the exact cash in the 
& at that date. and the purposes for 
which ſt is held. This had not been done be- 
fore. He always gave to the press the daily 
balances in the Treasury and the daily receipts 
from customs and internal revenue, and all ac- 
tual occurrences in the Department of interest 
to the public. He said he was reticent only in 
what he intended to do, and that reticence was 
justifiable and necessary. 

ALWAYS READY TO FURNISH FACTS. 

But no Secretary was more ready than he to 
give exact facts as they occur, and this ha. been 
and would be given at the same time to the As- 
sociated and all correspondents alike 
without distinction er favor. If be refused to 
be cross-examined and answer questions prema- 
turely, it was out of no disrespect to the corre- 
spondents, who wished to get ahead in gather- 
ing items, but soleiy from a senseof duty tothe 
general public, who want facts and not conjec- 
tures nor lies. 

THE 4 PER CENT LOAN. 

As to the assertion that the 4 per cent loan is 
not seliing as rapidly as he had anticipated, he 
said that that is a mistake. He did not expect 
when so favorable aloanfortne Government 
was offered that it would be taken as rapidly as 
ic has been. Thirty days were given to sub- 
scribe, and three months to pay.

What Southern Gentlemen in Oincinnati 
Think of the Course of Southerners Who 
Gave a Cold Shoulder to the President. 

Cinctnnati Commercial, m. 28. 

Last evening Maj. Samuel V. Reid sat in one 
of the big, cosy, velvet-covered arm-chairs at the 
base of a tall pillar in the Grand Hotel rotunda.

President’s Southern trip, and upon those 
Southerners who made themselves conspicuous 
by refusals to unite with the masses in welcom- 
ing President Hayes and his Cabinet. 

So our reporter sauntered over and roosted 
on the arm of the Major’s chair, saying, as he 
did so: 

Major, what is your opinion of the course of 
Boyd Winchester and Robert Wooley, tn Louis- 
ville, and Jubal Early and John W. Daniel, in 
Lynchburg, during the President’s visit to those 
cities?" 

„will tell you my opinion,” replied Maj. 
Keid. It is that they that made .I 
I spent four years in the War, aud I want no 
more of it. Those men you mention are sinip! 
ten vears behind the times. In the — 
march of events they will be crushed. The 
Louisville meu who published cards refusing to 
take any part in the reception and entertain- 
ment committed asad error of judgment, as 
well as an outrage upon hospitality and good 
taste, and they will live to rue the day they took 
such acourse. Their example was fotlowed by 
Jubai Early and John W. Daniel, who prove the 
fact that they belong to aclassof ‘potatoes’ 
the best of which are under the ground. The 
Southern people appreciate President Hayes 
as the first man who has allowed them 
to | fulfill their contract with the Govern- 
ment to become American citizens. 
The Southern soldiers. barefooted and half 
fed, followed the Confederate flag through 
bloody battie after bloody battle, because they 
were bound to do it iu support of certain prin- 
ciples. They helped settle certain questions 
that the politicians had fought/Over for 
ty years, and they are, in some respect, as 
much entitled to credit as the Northern soldier. 
Since the War they have been so shackled by 
political adventurers that they have had no op- 
portunity to exhibit teeir true manhood and 
disposition to honortheir bond. It bas been 
left to President Hayes to strike off those 
shackles, and the Conlederate soldier to-day 
stands forth as true to the United States G v- 
ernment as it is, not as he would have it, as the 
man from Maine or Massachusetts; and the 
politician, whether from North or South, who 
thrusts himself in the way of peace and recon- 
ciliation will meet with defeat in his plans, and 
incur the deserved contempt of his countrymen. 

“John W. Daniel bas just met with a polité- 
cal defeat and is disgruntied, but he is as clever 
a gentleman as there isin the country. He 
has made a mistake and has deen misied. He 
will be all right in time. Juhal Early is still 
fighting inthe War. With him.it will never be 
over. But the old feeling that engendered the 
War has died out among the Southern people, 
and they are prepared now to march to the 
music of the Union. Ninety-five per cent of 
them are now indorsing what they would have 
been glad to have indorsed ten years ago, but 
they have been prevented by the Blalues, and 
Butlers, and Gearvs, and Toombses, and the rest 
of that class. North snd South are marching 
forward to peace, and reconciliation, and pros 
perity, and thev will brush aside the gnats of 

ord as they go. The soldiers of the South, 
now that the flag covers them equally 
with their Northern brethren, claim it 
as their own, and well they may, for in the far 
away past, in the first great struggle for free- 
dom, every stripe upon it was painted with the 
commingled blood of Massachusetts, Virginia, 
and the Carolinas.“ 

Just bere, when Maj. Reid paused to light a 
cigar, two other gentlemen who had served in 


the Confederate army, came up,—Ma). J. D. 


Donelson, of the Twenty-second Virgjnia In- 
fant ry. and Mr. Brent Arnold, who was among 
the Kentuckians in John Morgan’s famous bat- 
talion. Both these gentlemen beartily indorsed 
what Maj. Reid had said in regard to the actions 
of Boyd Winchester, Bob Wooley, qubal Early, 
and Mr. Daniel, saying these gentlemen had all 
made a mistake they would one day be sorry 
for. and added that among the seores—yes, 
hundreds—of Confederate soldiers who are now 
in Cincinnati, there could scarcely be found 
one to indorse their course.

“MODEL HOUSES. 

Asa rule, small houses are sobadly built that 
much of = space they occuy is wasted, to say 
nothing of neglect of ventilation and proper 
lighting. Some houses have recently been 
built in this city on 16.6 feet lots on Ogden 
avenue facing Union Square, for Messrs. E. C. 
Cole and Henry Towne, that show careful study 
of the best arrangement of interiors. They are 
sixteen feet bv eight inches wide, and, with the 
L, sixty-four feet deep. A bay-window orna- 
ments the front, and the main entrance is at the 
side of it, opening into a neat vestibule 
floored in English tile. This dy large 
sliding doors communicate with 4 
parior fifteen by twenty-four feet, 
and when the doors are open, forms practically 
one apartment the vestibule and hall. Be- 
yond this is a extending ata right-angle 
with the front hall entirelw across the house. 
In this hall are the stairways to the uvper floor 
and basement. ond this hall is the dining- 
roum, twelve by fifteen feet, taking the entire 
width and having a door intothe kitchen, which 
is ten by twenty feet, except the pantry off by 
this door. A servan:’s staircase leads up and 
down from the rear of the kitchen. The cham- 
bers are nearly identical in arrangement with 
the lower part of the house, excepting that the 
area over the kitchen is divided into two bed- 
rooms. Thus there is on the second floor a 
fine paflér chamber, a spacious family bed- 
room, and two smaller bed-rooms. By the side 
of the seeond room named runs a hall commu- 
nicating with the rear bed-rooms, and over the 
hall is a good bed-room and linen-closet. 


rangement and construction of small houses 
should be more carefully studied than in Chi- 
cago. Our population is growing rapidly, and 
Will always contain a large proportion of the 
class that demand small but first-class dwell- 
ings. The horrors of tencment-house life have 
happily not been visible here to any extent, and 
the createst efforts should be made to prevent 
the adoption of that miserable system in Chi- 
cago which has room enough to give every family 
a house of its own. The houses that we have 
noted above are of a more costly kind, and are 
built on more Expensive ground than would be 
suitable for the homes of workingmen, me- 
chanics, and operatives. Some suggestions for 
the construction of more modest dwellings are 
given in a recent editorial in the Philadelphia 

, whieh speaks from the experience of a 
city where more attention has been given to this 
_ ect in a prac way than in any other city 


eworld. it says: 

ee lote ranging from fourteen to twenty feet in 
front. dwelling-houses of from four to twelve or 
more reoms are so piannedas to have each room 
independent of all others, the entries and stair- 
ways being common to all the rooms, except that 
in some houses the kitchen can be reached from the 
front only by passing through the diving-toom. 
The privacy thns secured for bed-chambers and 
other apartments can onlv be appreciated by peo- 

le who hate lived in daun. or in dwelling- 

ouses where some bed-chambers can only be 
reached by passing through offers. Another ex- 
cellent feature of Philadelpbia houses is that al! 
living rooms are lighted and ventilated directly by 
windows opening upon the street or yard.“ 
Sach construction is looked upon in this als asa 
matter of bourse; but in Chicago, not long ago, the 
first prize for plans of dwelling-houses was granted 
to a desen which provided a ded- chamber borrow- 
ing light and air from another chamber. Economy 
of construction is promoted by the building. of 
the hoases in rows; licht and ventilation are se- 
cured for all the rooms by the ground-plan where 
recessed ** back-buildings’’ are constructed, and 
convepierce of arrange ment is established by the 
use of entries and stairways leading from the front 
door to all the rooms in tbe bouse. 

Even the smallest houses, on lots 14 by 35 fect, 
display these characteristics. and have in addition 
small yard, and generally a ra in the 
kitchen, by means of which hot as well as cold 
water is supplied the .bath-room. The larger 
houses sometimes havé the bath-room in the centre 
ofthe house, copvenient to the bed-chambers, 
which Gesign admits of a Saloon sitting- room with 
bay window overlooking the garden. As the size 
of the lots and valde of the houses increase, back 
stairways leading from the dining-room to the 
landing ef the main stairway are added to the con- 
yeniences, and finer finish to the workmanship in 
paint and paper-haneings mark the nts me oo ass 
of dwellings.

These institutions are making smal! profits, and 
are not thoroughly satisfied with the present condi- 
tion of the loan market.

The Pudlic reports that the increase of transac-

Last week the gain at Milwaukee, in comparison 
with clearings for the corresponding week last 
year, was 80.5 per cent, at Chicago 12 .0 per cent, 
at Cincinnati 16.4 per cent, at Baltimore 5.4 per 
cent, and at New York 13.6 per cent, of which, 
however, about 5 per cent was due to increase in 
stock transactions.

Appended is a statement of the number of shares 
sold im this city during the three weeks, from 
which it appears that an imcrease of about $12, -

about 8.4 per cent. With only seventeen days 
against eighteen last yearat Boston, the actual 
gain in daily average is about 7 percent. Balti- 
more continnes to report a surprisingly large busi- 
ness, passing Cincinnati, notwithstanding a hand- 
some improvement there. The only important 
losses are at Philadeiphia and Pittsburg, though 
Louisville and St. Louis also fall behind. The 
most striking feature in the reports is the astonish- 
ing gain at Milwaukee.

THE LOAN MARKET IN NEW YORE. 

The scarcity of greenbacks, when measured 
against the possibilities of the future, is such in 
New York as to lead the Post of that city to warn 
borrowers te make timely preparations. Borrow- 


their operations into the new year are advised to 
make time loans. The rate of interest is almost 
certain not to be lower, and may be much higher. If 
any prominent speculators were interested in de- 
pressing prices, they could easily do so by cre- 
ating a stringency in the loan market. 

THE BANK OF FRANCE AND RESUMPTION OF 6PE- 

CIE PAYMENTS. 

The Bank of France is permitted by the law un- 
der which specie payments were suspended to re- 
sume when the debt owed it by the Government is 
reduced to $40,000,000. The date fixed for iiquida- 
tion of the debt to this point was Jan 1, 1878. But 
already the reduction has progressed so far that but 
$2,000,000 remain to be paid in order to bring 
down the ficures of the debt to $60,000,000, the 
last statement of the Bank of France showing that 
$5. 600,000 have been lately paid by the Govern- 
ment. The resources of the Government allow it 
to poy the balance of $2,000,000 at any moment, 
but it is believed that the letter of the law will be 
se followed as not to resume specie payments be- 
fore the date set. 

THE MUBTROPOLITAN NATIONAL BANK OF NEW 
YORK. 

The Presidency of the Metropolitan National 
Bank of New York left vacant by the death of the 
late John E. Williams has been filied by the elec- 
tion of George I. Seney, for over twenty years 
Cashier of the bank. The Post says that this. 80 
far as recent years are concerned, is to be a change 
in name rather than an actnal change, Mr. Seney 
for a long time having been the working executive 
officer of the bank, and having long ago shown 
himself to be a conservative and able manager. 

SILVER MONEY IN NEW YORK. 

The Nudson River Railroad recently refused to 
take payment in silver for a freight charge of 
$4.10. The reason given was that the silver was 
worth less than the amount called for by the bill. 
The law is against the Hudson River Railroad, as 
it distinctly provides that silver is a legal tender 
for payments not exceeding $5.00 in one amount. 
Not that the Hudson River Railroad cares anything 
for the law. 

AMERICAN SECURITIES ABROAD. 

The London Zconomist of the 15th inst, reports 
that Although a well-supported market, United 
States Government stocks have declived under 
considerable sales this week, some important hold- 
ers on this side being supposed to be getting quit 
of their investments. The speculation in railway 
bonds is on the whole, though irregularly, sus- 
tained.”

Dornbusch of Sept. 11 gives a table of imports 
into the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland during the first cight months of the last six 
calendar years. For 1875 they were 56,173,600 
bu, last year 59,818,630 bu, and this year 60, - 
946,660 bu. Of this immense quantity only 
6. 992,533 ba was furnished from the Atlantic sea- 
board of the United States, and 666,400 bu from 
Canada; making a little more than one-tenth of 
the whole. 

The contrast in flour is even more against us. 

We pote that Russia this year has furnished 
6,965,367 quarters of the above totals, against 
5. 128,694 quarters for same time last year, and 
5, 849,644 quarters for do in 1875. The Rouman- 
jan Provinces have also contributed more to the 
total this year than last, in spite of war, though 
most of the grain was exported before the Russians 
reached the Danube. 

A leading packer reports that during last week 
he emptied 7,000 brie of pork for the purpose of 
selling it as stripe in boxes. The trade gen- 
erally can understand how the meat should be 
wanted when smoked; but they do not see why 
consumers should be willing to pay 7 for these 
strips unsmoked in boxes when they could buy 
them in the barrel at a less price. 

The leading produce markets were irregular Sat- 
urday, with fair activity, but mostly in making 
provision for contracts which expire Saturday or 
may be filled Monday. Provisions were weak, and 
cash wheat strong, barley lower, and oats easier, 
while corn was unsettled, and freights easy. The 
receipts of produce were large. and advices from 
other points had not so much weight as usual in 
determining quotations. 

Dry goods were dealt in very liberally. Buvers 
were numerous, and their orders were large in the 
aggregate. While the demand was genera! in its 
character, prints, worsted dress-goods, sheetings, 
shirtings, ticks, flannels, hosiery, shawls, and no- 
tions received the most attention. Prices remained 
steadyand firm. The demand for staple and fancy 
groceries was satisfactorily active, and a arm and 
healthy tone pervaded the general market. Sugars 
are still in moderate supply. but the demand has 
fallen off of late, and the market Is easy in sym- 
pathy with prices at the East. Coffees, teas, and 
rice were firm, There was only fair activity in the 
dried-fruit market, but the general tenor f 
prices was rm. Fish were steady and unchanged. 
A continued active movement in butter is noted, 
with prices rating Orm for anything above com 
mon. The supply now in store here is hight, and 
holders seem confident. Cheese remained steady 
at the prices current earlier in the weck, sales 
making on a basis of 124 @13c for good to best 
full creams.

THE TURF. 
THE RARUS-GREAT EASTERN MATCH. 

It appears that the recent match at Fleet- 
wood Park between Rarus and Great Eastern, 
the former going in harness, to rule, and the 
latter under saddle, catch weights, was a very 
extraordinary affair. The telegraphic account 
merely stated that six beats were necessary be- 
fore the question of superiority could be decid- 
ed, and the time of the first one, 2:33, was so 
slow that, not being in any manner explained, 
it caused people in this part of the country 
to imagine that there was something funny“ 
about the affair, especially as some 
of. the heats were yery fast, the 
third one being trotted in 2:15, the 
fastest saddle time on record. Later advices, 
however, show that the race was at the mercy 
of Rarus ail the time, Splan allowing Green 
to win two hhats and make a dead one, merely 
for the purpose of improving the betting, 
which before the first heat was $100 to $25 on 
Rarus. It seefhs that in the first heat Great 
Eastern broke badly, Swing to the disarrange- 
ment of one of his boots, and Rarus could easily 
have double-distanced him, but Splan waited 
for the bay horse, beating him by half a length 
only, in 2:33. The seeond heat was won by 
Great Eastern, Rarus making several bad 
breaks, in 2:18. In the third heat Great East- 
ern made a fine display, going to the quarter 
pole in 33 seconds, the half in 1:05%, and winning 
by five lengths in 2:15%{. Rarus was also 
timed, and trotted the mile in 2:16/¢, which is 
the fastest time in harness ever made over 
Fleetwood Park, although not a record, being 
trotted by a horse that finished second. By this 
time the backers of Rarus began to get angry 
at Splan for not having shut out Great Eastern 
in the first heat, which he could easily have 
done, and ended the race, and their feelings 
were not improved when the next heat proved 
to be a dead one, in 2:18%. By this time Great 
Eastern was pumped out, and Rarus had no 
trouble in winning the next two heats and race 
in 2:21, 2:27. 

The whole affair was interesting only as dem- 
onstrating how Rarus could play, with one of 
the best horses in the country, and win when he 
chose. 

A DISYUTED POINT. 

There hasbeen a great deal of discussion in 
turf and betting cirvies lately over a point 
brought up by an accident waich occurred to 
the trotting mare Adelaide during the meeting 
at Rochester in August last. This mare was 
entered in the 2:21 race, and, as she was known 
to be a dangerous competitor for it, a consider- 
able amount of money was Invested in pools on 
her. The horses came ov tothe the track at 
the appointed time, aud began revring for the 
first heat. On the fifth attempt Adelaide became 
frightened, ran away with her driver, and sus- 
tained such severe injuries that it was impossi- 
ble for her to continue in the race; indeed, she 
has not yet fully recovered from them. In 
view of the fact that no heat had 
been trotted, and the word for 
1 start not piven, the backers of 
Adelaide claimed that thev were entitled to 
draw their money from the pool-box, on the 
ground that, as the mare never had a chance to 
win the race, it was contrary to turf rules and 
usages that their bets should stand. Those who 
had bet against the mare held that the race had 
commenced at the time she injured herself. al- 
though the word had not been given, and that 
consequently all Dets stood precisely as if they 
had been p. p. The judges of the race took this 
view of the matter, and the pools were paid. 

The matter is now being vigorously discussed 
by the leading sporting papers, the point upon 
which the whole thing hangs being, When 
does a race begin? One side claims that after 
the drivers of the various horses have 
been weighed, drawn their positions for 
the first beat, and gone up the stretch 
to score, the contest shall be deemed to have 
begun. They argue that aiter these prelimina- 
ries nave been attended to the judges have full 
authority. over the horses, and that therefore 
the race is in progrese, even though the word 
„ Go has not been uttered. This is a reason- 
able view of the case, and is supported by prece- 
dent, although, unfortunately, in the rulesjol the 
National Association there is none which states 
when a race shall be considered to have been 
begun. According to the rules of the English 
Jockey Club, the monev on Adelaide would 
have stood, and, as those of the American turf 
are modeled upon them, it is argued that 
their spirit should be followed in the 
decision of all points for which pro- 
vision has not been made in the 
rules of the National Association. The Spirit 
of the Times and Turf, Field, and Farm have 
both devoted considerable space to the matter, 
but, as is usual when these papers enter into a 
discussion of any subject, their articles have 
been mostly devoted to abuse of each other. 
In fact, there is little room for argument. If the 
English rules are to be followed, the race had 
begun when Adelaide met with the accident 
that caused her to be drawn; if they are to be 
irnored, nothing is settled. In any event, the 
matter will doubtless cause the * by the 
National Association of a rule which will state 
distinctly just when a race shall be considered 
to have begun. 

SUPPRESSION OF TIME. 

In any public race, if there shall be any mnten- 
tional suppression or misrepresentation io either 
the record or the announcement of the time of any 
heat in the race, procured through any connivance 
or collusive arrangement or understanding be- 
tween the proprietor and jadges or timers and the 
owner of the winning horse or his driver or other 
authorized agent, it shall be deemed fraudulent. 
And any horse winning such a be or making 4 
dead heat wherein there was such fraudulent sup- 
pression of time. together with the parties impui- 
cated im the fraud, shail by operation of the rules 
be henceforth expelled. 

The above is the language of Rule 41, of the 
National Association, and it is probable that no 
enactment of that body is violated so often and 
so boldly as this one. Of course, on tracks be- 
longing to the National Association, sup- 

ression of time is not allowed nor thought of, 
bat at the County and State Fairs it is a com- 
mon occurrence, especially in the case of horses 
with no record, or a verv slow one. The purses 
hung up at such gatherings are vot of sufficient 
value to warrant the owner of a good green 
horse in entering for them, provided a record is 
to be obtained, and, consequently, it is cus- 
tomary for the Judges to announce that 
„ wins this heat,“ simply; no statement of 
the time being made. Horses that have trotted 
many a race under such circumstances have at- 
terwards taken part in slow races on association 
tracks without being molested. Horsemen 
themselves are not very apt to complain of each 
other, as nearly all of them are in the same boat, 
and of course it is not to the interest of out- 
siders to raise a fuss. At the recent State Fair 
at St. Louis, a race was trotted where it was ex- 
pressly stipulated by the drivers of the horses 
engaged that no time should be announced. 
This was stated in one of the St. Louis daily 
papers, and now an Eastern sporting journal és 
making a terrible how! and demanding that 
all the parties. to the „ be made 
to feel the force of the rule ve quoted. it 
acts as if a similar case had never come under 
its not so violent is its denunciation of the 
mat ter. course this display of virtuous in- 
dignation is all right, but if the sporting journal 
thinks that any good will result from its re- 
marks, itis mistaken.

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THE BROKEN BANKS. 
WHAT THE RECEIVERS ARE DOING. 

The seeker after news at the three defunct 
savings-banks yesterday went unrewarded for 
his pains. At the State Savings Inetitution 
Judge Otis had nothing to say, except that he 
was getting along slowly, but didn’t know when 
he should make a report to the Court. Dr. 
Turpin, Receiver of the Fidelity, had no special 
information to give up. The clerks were still 
working away at the books, getting matters in 
proper shape for a balance, and, as for Dr. Tur- 
pin himself, he was answering questions for 
everybody who had a burden on his mind, 
and wanted to know what the pros 
pects were for dividends and the removing 
of that burden. Besides this labor, most 
trying to a man’s patience, in that it was neces- 
sary to repeat things something less than a 
thotisand times, Dr. Turpin had to take care of 
the bank’s correspotidence and clear the decks 
in that particular. The result was that he did 
not go into court during the day and ask for the 
appointment of experts to appraise the property 
on which the bank bas mortgages. This will be 
attended to, most probably, to-morrow morn- 
ing. The scheme to reorganize the bank sort of 
rested yesterday. A few more depositors put 
down their rames, but it is beginning to be ap- 
parent that 7,000 depositors form a body of very 
unwieldy proportions. It has been proposed to 
get them together in a public meeting, but no 
definite steps have been taken to that end. 
Receiver Ward had nothing to report yester- 
day, either. He is quietiy pegging away at his 
work, and nothing definite can be kaown until 
he gets ready to make a report to the Court, 
which he Lopes to do by the end ot this week, 
or, if possible, a little sooner. A number of de- 
positors desire him to ask the Court to allow 
the real estate belonging to the bank 
to be sold to a stock company 
of depositors who should pay for it with their 
credits at the rate of 100 cents on the dollar. It 
is claimed that such a company would gradual- 
ly dispose of the property at good rates, and in 
the end the creditors would make more out of 
thereal estate than the Receiver, who, if he sold 
it now, would have to do so at ruinous sacri- 
fices. The trouble about any such move- 
ment is that it its hard to get 
a majority of depositors to agree to it, and this 
scheme may fall to the ground very much as 
the one to reorganize the Fidelity bids fair to 
do, unless it is pushed with more vigor.

THE INJUNCTION SUIT 

brought by Judge Otis, Receiver of the State 
Savings Institute, to restrain further prosecu- 
tion of the stockholders by depositors, was to 
have come up before Judge Williams vesterday 
morning at 10 o’clock. At the appointed hour, 
Mr. Bonney, counsel for the defense, arose and 
stated to the Court that injunction suits had 
been brougat in forty or fifty cases, and the par- 
ties desired to arrange matters 80 as to save 
as much expense as possible, aud as it nad been 
arranged that the injunction cases should be 
heard by Judge Farwell, he requested, on behalf 
of Judge Otis, that the case might be laid over 
until 4 o’clock in the afternoon, at which time 
Judge Farwell would doubtless be at liberty to 
bear the proceedings. The latter was occupy- 
ing the bench at the Crimival Court, and it 
would not be possible for him to give the sub- 
ject an audience any sooner. He desired that a 
motion for the injunction should be entered, so 
that Judge Farwell could hear it at the stipu- 
lated time, and then the latter would probably 
set the time for discussion for next Saturday. 

Mr. D. J. Schuyler, on behalf of several of 
the depositors, objected te the delay. He said 
it had been announced that the trial should 
come before Judge Williams; the Court was 
present, and everything appeared to be in readi- 
ness. Therefore, he desired that the trial 
should proceed at once. 

Judge Williams replied that, although he was 
not an interested party in this particular case, 
be was interested in another having similar 
bearings, and under no circumstances would he 
consent to hear the trial. 

Mr. Bonney said he had had a conference with 
Judge Farwell, and the latter could not possi- 
bly give the matter a hearing before 4 o'clock. 
They had amended the original bill, or rather 
had filed a supplemental bill, setting up the 
stock liabilities, and also a petition on behalf of 
the Keceiver, that the suits brought by the de- 
positors against the stockhoiders be enjoined.

THE COUNTY RING. 
THE WORK OF OBTAINING A JURY 

in the case of the indicted Commissioners and 
contractors occupied the time of the Criminal 
Court again yesterday, and again very little 
headway was made. The indicted were in their 
seats as usual, and were surrounded by the same 
crowd of sympathizers who have managed to 
subsist the last few years on what little they 
could pick up from the leavings of the Ring 
theiveries. Never did human eyes rest upon a 
more dejected or guilty-looking set of men, and 
never did these same men more sensibly feel 
the danger of their sins overtaking them. 
Periolat was the.centre of the group, as he has 
been all through the impaneling of the jury, 
and was watchful and full of suggestions to 
the attorneys, and manifested an interest 
only equaled in the past by his interest in the 
robberies of the gang. He was by no means 
cheerful. however, and the broadest joke or the 
wildest or most ludicrous question or answer 
was insufficient to provoke a stpile. 

When the Court opened there remained only 
three jurors to select from a venire issued the 
day before for twenty-five men. They were 
called up one by one, and all manner of ques- 


tions were put to them to test their qualification 
as jurors. One of the leading questions, and 


one which seemed to be of the greatest import 


to the defendants, was, Have you ever read 
anything about the case in the papers?” The 
answers in most cases were in the affirmative, 
and in every instance Tun TRIBUNE was the va- 
per that had been read. Out of the entire batch 
the defense accepted but two, which 
cannot de taken as an indication of 
the innocence and fearlessness of the indicted, 
for they were an exceptionally good clase of 
citizens, and would have made better than ax 
erage jurors. Those accepted were M. H. 
Kauffmann, dealer in millinery, of No. 285 
West Madison, and E. F. Cole, laundryman, of 
No. 301 West Madison street. 

As soou asthe venire had been exhausted, 
another was issued, returnable to-morrow, and 
the Court was about to adjourn. The adjourn- 
ment was interrupted by Mr. Reed making the 
suggestion to let the jurors selected disperse to 
their homes until Monday, which created con- 
siderable merriment in the room from its ridic- 
ulousness. The Court saw the object sought 
by the defense in an instant, which was to 
create a sympathy with the jury, and before 
the prosecution could pve heard from put his 
foot down on the proposition and ordered the 
jury to remain in the custody of the officers of 
the Court, as they had been since the commence- 
ment of the case. ä 

Some discussion then arose as to what read- 
ing matter should be allowed the jurors to-day 
as they bask in the pariors of the Sherman 
House. The prosecution was in favor of all the 
rs being excluded, while the defense 
was willing that the pers should be read 
after all matters relating to the case had been 
clipped. The proposition of the defense was 
accepted by the Court, and on their motion 
Periolat was appointed to prune the papers for 
the defense, and the State’s Attorney will look 
after the interests of the prosecution in the 
matter. 

As far as the trial has gone—if it may be said 
to have commenced—there is the deepest car- 
nestness on both sides, which is quite in con- 
trast with the trial of the other members of the 
gang a year ago.

COL. REYNOLDS’ SHOW IN FULL BLAST.

LAST WEEK. 


Hightragedv. low comedv, border melodrama, 
minstrelsy, and variety have been pretty evenly 
distributed among the theatres during the 
week, and the managers have, on the whole, 
good reason to be satisfied with the financial re- 
sults. If there be misery staring people in the 
face somewhere, it certainly fails to appear in 
crowds which haunt the Exposition daily and 
throng the theatres in the evening. The week 
has been one of continued prosperity and of 
unusual variety in the entertainment. Booth's 
Hamlet crowds McVicker’s Theatre as no 
other play in bis repertoire can do. On Thurs- 
day a great many people were unable to obtain 
seats. and ou Friday the auditorium was full. 
He was not quite so fortunate ip the early part 
of the week with Shylock, and after all one does 
not wonder, for the effect of the tragic portion 
of the Merchant of Venice,” which is the only 
portion of the accepted version now presented 
to an audience, is intensely gloomy and disa- 
greeable. Bassano, Portia, Gratiano, Nerissa, 


Jessica, and Lorenzo are made mere subsidiary 


characters; but a reading of the play, with the 
“ star system kept out of view, might reveal 
to the intelligent reader that Shakspeare did 
not mean to make the Jew the “star part in 
this exquisite comedy. The suggestion has 
sometimes been offered that it would be a fair 
experiment to adopt the interpretation of the 
actors of old days,—days prior to the advent of 
Kemble and Kean.—and make Shylock a comedy 
part. But this would never do. We have been 
educated into the notion that the wen who 
plays the Jew is a tragedian, and it would take 
at least a hundred years to educate us out 
of the tradition. The late Mr. Robson, 
of London, made g great hit in his play- 
ing of this part in his intensely 
tragi-comie way. it was said to be one of the 
finest Shylocks ever witnessed. Probably Rub- 
sou was led into such a freak by the reflection 
that Shakspeare was not in earnest in the por- 
traiture,—that it was in fact a serio-comic in- 
spiration of his, intended as a sensational diver- 
sion. Such a character, and such incidents, as 
the signing of that ridiculous bond, the demand 
for the pound of flesh, the advent of a mas- 
querader in a solemn court of justice, the dis- 
comfitare of the old wolf, whois made to turn 
Christian and turn over his hard-won earnings 
to the thief who stole his dauzhter and his 
ducats,—all these belong purely to the domain 
of comedy. Ahylock.is the butt of all the per- 
s mages inthe play, from Gratiano to Launceioi 
Gobbo. He is from first to last simply food for 
their mirth, and their merriment is intensified 
by the comical seriousness of the old usurer. 
Such a character, and such situations, 
Shakspeare would never have dreamed 
of introducing in a serious tragedy. To 
be sure, he made Shylock a representative char- 
a ter, -a representative Jew of the days of Jew- 
ish persecution,—and the strength and intensity 
of the delineation was such as to attract toward 
it the highest histrionic talent. The whole 
tenor of the comedy, however, seems to point 
to the conclusion that Shakspeare premeditated 
a sort ot extravaganza in his drawing of this 
character. The trial scene borders very closely 
upon farce throughout. The legal points, 
about which a great deal of profound Jearning 
has been expended by commentators, are suf- 
ficiently far-fetched to warrant the whole scene 
ending in an explosion of merriment. Assum- 
ing that the malicious designs of Shylock were 
aeceptoc by the Duke and his Court, and 

as a serious attempt upon the life of 
that honorable merchant Antonio, why, the old 
reprobate would have been hanged and quar- 
tered, and his head stuck upon some gate-post 
as a warning to evil-doers. Evidently Sbak- 
speare enjoyed the humorous absurdity of the 
situation, and he painted it with elaborate care. 
But Shylock was in earnest in the matter, you 
will say; it was no joke with him. Of 
course it wasn’t. He wanted that pound of 
flesh, and he hated Antonio most heartily. He 
was in deadly earnest. But so was Bottom the 
Weaver, and so is Count Joannes to-day in his 
battle with the Crushed Tragedian. 

We do not mean to advise Mr. Booth to in- 
troduce a song aud dance, or a comic sore: into 
his future impersonations of Shylock. The best 
thing he can do is to stick to his t way of 
rendering it. But if we are ever to\ bave a re- 
rival of the Merchant of . might be 
good experiment to give SA into the 
bands of a competent serio-comic mau. This 
suggestion will be taken for what it is worth. 
To “ eminent tragedian it will not seem worth 
much.

GERMAN THEATRICAL. 

Mr. Wurster ie just now making the expert 
ment of giving German dramatic performances 
on week days. Several German theatre man- 
agers have tried the experiment heretofore, and 
failed on account of the reiuctancy of Germans 
to attend theatrical performances on other days 
than Sunday, and it remains to be seen whether 
this last effort will be more successful than pre- 
vious attempts. There is no reason why Mr. 
Wurster should not succeed in his praiseworthy 


attempt to make week-dav performances in this 
city as popular as he has made his Sunday per- 
formances. This citv contains about 100,000 
Germans, more than most German capitals 
where the theatres are doing a good business 
every day in the week. Not being able to 
secure the New Chicago Theatre for week 
day performances, he has secured the 
North Side Turner Hall for this purpose, 
and will give periormances there for the present 
every Thursday evening. The first performance 
at that place, last Thursday evening, was not 
as well attended as it should have been, but 
this was probabiv due to the fact that the play 
was too well known to the patrons of the Ger- 
man drama. most of whom had seen it before, 
and that the bright particular star of the com- 
pany—Miss Cottrelly—was not in the cast. The 
prospects are that, if the right kind of plays are 
brought out, the enterprise wil! prove a paying 
ove. The plays produced Thursday evening 
were the Familie Hoerver ” (Horner Family). 
one of the best modern comedies. by Anton 
Anno, and Jacoues Offenbach’s sparkling and 
pretty little operetta, * Hanm weint und Hansi 
lacht (Hannie Weeds and Hans Laughs). 
The comedy was very cleverly performed. 
and showed that Mf. Wurster's company con 
tains good materia! for such plays, though it 
was selected more particularly to produce 
melodramas, farces, opera boufte,. and operet 
tas. Mr. Koch could not bave been better as 
Mr. Horner, and a more realistic performance 
this able character actor has never given before. 
He even excelled his rendition of the character 
at the New Chicago last season. Mr. Heimer 
was equally good as the young stammeriug As- 
sessor. Mr. Kost surprised everybody by his 
excellent performance of a stranger, the part 
being entirely out of his line. Mr. Krueger, 
the new character artist, made quite a hit in the 

art of the deaf Counselor ffodem th, his ren 
dition of this difficult character being more life 
like aud correct than any we have sen 
in this part. As. regards the lady per- 
formers. they cannot be as favorably criticised. 
They acted well, but thev were unsuited for 
their parts. The mothers. looked much too 
young and the daughters much too old. The 
company would be materially strengthened if a 
good ecventric old lady, such as Mrs. Horn, and 


a good juvenile actress, such as Miss Lindeman, - 


were added. Some of the ladies now belonging 
to the com dan might easily be spared, as, be 
sides Miss Cottrelly. there is not one suited for 
juvenile parts. Mre. Wagner- Mertens, who 
made her second appearance, appeared to much 
better advantage than she did last Sunday. She 
reads well, and has a sympathetic voice, but she 
does not understand how to dress becomuingly, 
and her walk is awkward. 

Tue operetta was a brilliant performance, the 
acting and singing both being of the 
finest description. It is hard to say 
who of the four actors that 
appeared.in it played and sang best. Miss 
Johanna Claussen, Mr. Kost, Mr. Schober, and 
Mr. Waldorf proved what they can do i they 
get parts properly suited to their capabilities. 
There is much anxiety manifested to see the 
company in comic opera. where it will undoubt- 
edly achieve a success, as nearly every member 
of the company is a good singer. 

The performance at the New Chicago Theatre 
will beanew comedy by R. Kneisel, a noted 
German author, entitled “Gretchen's Polter 
Abend” (The Evening Before the Wedding). 
Miss Cottrelly, the brilliant soubrette, takes the 
leading part. which is indicative of an enjoyabie 
entertainment and a good house.

Without wishing to 
shock our readers we are bound to state that they 
did not leave us when we left the shop. and we 
must also state that Me.

The skirt, just escaping the 
ground, has a scant-gathered flounce a foot deep 
made of purple silk, and having the hem up- 
turned on the right side, and pees with a bias 
line of wool goods. Above this flounce is an- 
other, a bias one of the woolen goods, piped 
with six cords, three of itself and the other 
three of silk. This second flounce is scant, and 
is but six inches deep. A fold of silk as head- 
ing completes the skirt.

PROF. HUXLEY’S CRITICISM OF A POSITIVIS?T’s 
VIEWS. 


Nineteenth Century. 

Mr. Harrison’s striking discourse on the sou! 
and future life has a certain resemblance to the 
famous essay on the snakes of Ireland. For its 
purport is to show that there is no soul, nor any 
future life in the ordinary sense of the terms. 
With death the personal activity of which the 
soul is the popular hypostasis is put into com- 
mission among posterity, and the future life is 
au immortality by deputy. 

Neither in these views nor in the arruments 
by which they are supported is tbere much nov- 
elty. But that which appears both novel and 
interesting to me is the author’s evidently sin- 
cere and heartfelt conviction that his powerful 
advocacy of soulless spirituality and mortal im- 
mortality is consistent with the inteilectual 
scorn and moral reprobation which be freely 
pours forth upon the irrational and debasing 
physician” of Materialism and Materialists, 
and with the wrath with which he visits what 
he is pleased to call the _.istrusion of physical 
science, especially of biology, into the domain 
of social phenomena.

physiology is the science which treats of the 

nctions of the living organization, ascertains 
their co-ordination and their correlations in the 
general chain of causes and effects, and traces 
out their dependence upon the physical states of 
the organs by which these functions are exer- 
cised. The explanation of a physiological func- 
tion is the demonstration of the connection of 
that function with the molecular state of the 
organ which exerts the function. Thus the 
function of motion is explained when the move- 
ments of the living body.are found to have cer- 
tain molecular changes for their invariable ante- 
eedents, the function cf sensation is explained 
when the molecular changes which are the inva- 
riavie antecedents of sensations are discovered. 

The fact that itis impossible to comprehend 
how it is that a physical state gives rise toa 
mental state no more lessens the value of the 

lanation in the latter case than the fact that 
it is utterly impossible to comprehend how mo- 
tion is communicated from one body to another 
weakens the force of the explanation of the 
motion of one billiard-ball by showing that an- 
other has hit it. 

The finest spiritual sensibility, says Mr. Har- 
rison (and 1 think there is a fair resumption 
that he is right), is a function of « living orzan- 
ism—1is in relation with molecular facts. Ip that 
case, the physiologist may reply: It is my 
business to find out what these molecular facts 
are, and whether the relation between them 
and the said spiritual sensibility is 
one of antecedence n the molecular 
fact, and sequence in the spiritual fact, or vice 
versa. If the latter result comes ou: of my 
inquiries, I shall have made s contribution 
toward a moral theory of physical phenomena, 
if the former, I shall have done somewhat to- 
ward building up a physical theory ef moral 
phenomena. But in any case [ am uot outstep- 
ping the limits of my prover province. My dus- 
iness is to get at the truth respecting such ques- 
tions, at all risks, and, if you teM me that one 
of these two results is a corrupting doctrine, | 
can only say that I perceive the intended re- 
proach conveyed by the observation, but that I 
fai] to recognize its relevance. II the doctrine 
is true, its social septic or antiseptic properties 
are not my affairs. My business as a biologist 
is with physiology, not with morals.” 

This plan of justification strikes me as com- 
plete. Whence, then, the following outbreak 
of angry eloquence?! 

The arrogant attempt to dispose uf the deepest 
mora! truths of human nature on a bare physical or 
physiological basis is almost enough to justify the 
insurrection of some impatient theologians against 
science itself. 

“That stram again; it has a dying fall.“ No- 
wise similar to the sweet south upon a bank of 
violets, however, but like the death-wail of in- 
numerable “impatient theologians” as from 
the high “drum ecclesiastic they view the 
waters of science flooding the Church on all 
hands. The beadles have long been washed 
away. Escape by pulpit-stairs is even becoming 
doubtful, without kirtling those outward in- 
vestments which distinguish the priest from the 
map so high that no one will see there is any- 
thing but the man left. But Mr. Harrison is 
not an impatient theol n—indeed, no theo- 
logian at all, unless, as be speaks of “soul” 
when be means certain bodily functions, and of 
** future lite when he means personal annihila- 
tion, he may make his Master's Grand etre su- 
preme the subject of a theology; and one 
stumbles upon this well-worn fragment of too 
familiar declamation among his vigorous periods 
with the unpleasant surprise of one who finds a 
fly in a precious ointment.

however keen, argumentation, embodied in pre- 
cise language.

But I think he will be at a loss to answer the 
question, if I pray him to tell me of any repre- 
sentative of physical rclence, who, either arro- 
gantly or otherwise, las ever attempted to dis- 
pose of moral truths.ona physical or physio- 
logical basis. If I am to take the sense 
of the words literally, I shall not dis- 
pute the arrogance of the attempt to dispose of 
a moral truth on a bare, or even on a covered, 
physical or physiological basis; for, whether 
the truth is p> or shallow, i cannot 
conceive how the feat is to be performed. 
Columbus’ difficulty with the egg is as nothing 
to it. But Il suppose what is meant is that 
some Aer have tried to upset mo- 
rality by the Help of physics and physiology. I 
am sorry if such people exist, because 1 shall 
have to be much ruder to them than Mr. Har- 
rison is. I should not call them arrogant, any 
more than I should apply that epithet to a per- 
son who attempted to upset Euclid by the help 
of the Rigveda. Accuracy might be satisfied, if 
not propriety, by calling such a person a fool; 
but it appears to me that it would be the height 
of injustice to term him arrogant. 

Whatever else they may be, the laws of moral- 
ity, under their scientific aspect, are gencraliza- 
tions based upon the observed phenomena of 
society. and. whatever may be the nature of 
moral approbation and disapprobation, these 


feelings are, as a matter of experience, associ- 


ated with certain acts. 

The consequences of men’s actions will remain 
the same, however far our analysis of the causes 
which lead to them may be pushed. Theft and 
murder would be noné the less objectionable if 
it were possible to prove that they were the re- 
sult of the activity of special theft and murder 
cells in that gray pulp“ of which Mr. Harrison 
speaks so scornfully. Does any sane man im- 
agive that any quantity of physiological analysis 
will lead people to think breaking their legs or 
putting their hands into the fire desirable? And 
when men really believe that breaches of the 
moral law involve their penalties at surely as do 
breaches of the physical law, is it to be supposed 
that even the very firmest disposal of their 
moral truths upon a bare physical or physio- 
logical basis will tempt them to incur those 
penalties! 

{ would gladly learn trom Mr. Harrison 
where, in the course of his studies. he has 
found anything inconsistent with what I have 
just said in the writings of physicists or 
bielogists. I would entreat him to tell us who 
are the true materialists. the scientific special- 
ists” who “ neglect all philosophical! and reliz- 
jous sypthesis,’’ and who sybmit religion to 
the test of the scalpel or the electric battery“; 
where the materialism which is marked by the 
ignoring of religion, the passi 44 by on the other 
side and shutting the eves to the spiritual histo- 
ry of mankind ” is to be found. 

1 will not believe that these phrases are meant 
to apply to any scievtific men of whom 1 have 
cognizance, or anv unrecognized system of sci- 
entific thought (they would be too absurdly 
inappropriate), and I cannot “believe that Mr.

THE SECOND ADVENTISTS. 
Apectal Correspondence of The Tribune. 

LANSING, Mich., Sept. 26.—About 10,000 per- 
sons attended the Seventh-Day Adventists 
camp-meeting, north of this city, on Sunday 
last. Excursion trains were run on the Chicago 
& Lake Huron Road; and about 1,500 vehicles 
came in from the surrounding country. One 
hundred and sixty students from the denomina- 
tional college at Battle Creek are encamped 
upon the grounds, accompanied by their teach- 
ers. The Educatioual Society of the Church is 
a joint-stock company, each share representing 
$10 of wealth. Ninety-two of the holders being 
present, business was transacted. Prof. Browns- 
berger, President of the Battle Creek College, 
add e Society on What We Owe Our 
Children.” The Auditor’s report was read, 
showing receipts for the year, $11,280.63: ex- 
penses, $7,759.60. The Trustees elected were 
James White, Prof. U. Smi Prof. 8. Browns- 
berger, Dr. J. H. Kellogg, . C White, Will- 
iam Sisley, Prof. A. B. Oyen. The following 
officers were elected at the General Conference: 
President, James White, Secretary, U. Smith, 
Treasurer, Mrs. M. J. Chapman; Executive 
Committee, James White, 8. N. Haskell, and 
D. M. Canrigbt. Delegates were present rep- 
resenting the Conferences of New York, New 
Englar — Kentucky, Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia, Wisconsin, lowa, Indiana, and Michigan, 
and reports read from the North Pacific Mis- 
sion (Oregon and Washington), Kentucky aod 
Tennessee, Alabama, Texas, Missouri, Maine, 
Germany, Denmark, and Italv. The sermons 
and exhortations are similar to those of other 
Protestant denominations, except those 
relating to the “ Prophecies,” which are 
iliustrated by a chart embracing most of the 
Scriptural prophecies, and demonstrating tbat 
the coming of Christ is near. The disappoint- 
ment in 1844 is explained as a mistake, not in 
the reckoning of time, but in the event that was 
to take place.

RELIGION AND SCIENCE. 
Te the Batter of The Tribune. 

CMA. Sept. 29.—At a time when science ts 
flooding the earth with facts which seem t» 
threaten the citadel of religion, and when 
ehurches are building for themselves arks of 
safety out of such materials as they have not 
already abandoned as worn out and useless, it 
behooves all persons who cherish a particular 
form of religion to look well to the materials of 


its fabrics. 

The cause of the alarm seems to be lest cer- 
tain doctrines of the churches be swept away, 
and indeed, to the impartial] observer,—if such 
there be,—it seems that many now cherished 
beliefs will sink beneath the advancing tide, as 
many others have gone under in the past. It is 
not religion alone that has been often forced to 
relinquish favorite tenets. Science in its prog- 
ress has been no more fortunate. 

But this hostile attitude seems strange when 
we remember that both are seekers after truth. 
and that all truth is harmonious. Truth is 
meek eyed and modest, and we may be sure 
that those who are most imbued with its spirit 
are least warlike in their advocacy of it. If 
false idols are destroyed by science, religiou 
owes a debt of gratitude therefor, and if the 
idols are not false, they need no defending. The 
explanation seems to be that cach seeks ulti- 
mately the same object, and as with rival lovers 
jealousy is aroused. 

When the nature of the religious sentiment 
is considered, no danger to religion is appre- 
hended. It is an element of man’s affectional 
nature, as inherent and uneradicable as the 
sentiment of love, and as surely implies an ob- 
ject forits regard. Science has never ropbed 
religion of any essential doctrine, whether re- 
vealed or natural. As the truth from time to 
time gleams out and displaces old error, it soon 
appears that science bestows more than she 
takes from religion. Truth is first met with the 
sw After many blows she is discovered to 
be a friend in disguise, and straightway is made 
the intrenchment of her enemy. The conflict 
now waged is about methods and names, not 
ends and principles, and, therefore, no harm 
threatens essential religion. Like all 
human attributes. the religious na- 
ture unfolds progressively, and copn- 
sequently its manifestations have changed 
and will change and enlar as the sen- 
timeat expands and refines. Hence the folly of 
formulating creeds. Religion does not consist 
of belief any more than love dogs, and he who is 
most religious is least able define religion. 
Who wouldgthink of makita creed for love! 
“ Ask him who really loves what love is; he has 
no words wherewith to speak it, no song where 
with to sing it, but like a bird it sings its own 
song and be knows its abiding presence.“ So 
with religion, and though it may rightly be 
called by Prof. Tyndall an emotion, it is never- 
theless a power stronger thau gravitation. 

We therefore expect that when the storm 
which science has raised shall have spent its 
force and the deluge of facts shall have sub- 
sided, there shail emerge from the arks of re- 
ligion all the best members of the great family 
of truth unscathed by the flood. W. 


FRENCH MIRACLE-WORSHIP 
SINGULAR REVELATIONS BY PAUL PARFAIT. 
FROM OFFICIAL DOCUMENTS. 
Correspondence af the New York Evening Post 

Lonpon, Aug. 16, 1877.—Every one knows 
that the present political crisis in France is the 
work of the Clerical party, which has led Mar- 
shal MacMahon to his coup de tete, hoping that 
the coup de tete will end in a coup d'etat.

On the contrary he claims to have 
wished “to put people of good faith on their 
guard against that rising tide of superstition 
which threatens Catholicism itself.“ he expects 
to de supported “by all thougntful people who 
desire to separate from a gross fetichism the

As multiplicity produces 
variety, we have Virgin Marys of all Kinds, as 
in the song of Malbrook, we have brunettes and 
blondes, and auburn ones too, we have yellow 
ones and red ones, and even negresses as black 
As soot. There are some to suit all tastes. 


Some are elegant, others are poorly rigged. 


some are fat, others are lean; there are some 
aristocratic ones, there are some mere bowrgevises, 
and even some wretched beggars. * Our Lady 
of Victories,” said a devotee to Mr. Jules 
Baissac, the author of Les Origines dela sieligion, 
“Our Lady of Victories is a great lady; she 
intimidates me. But Our Lady of Chartres is a 
good sort of a woman, and | love her much 
more.“ 

What one virgin will not do another virgin 
will, what one virgin cannot do another can.

After this there is 
nothing more patural that to ask oneself 
whether Our Lady of Lourdes and Our Lady of 
Betharram, Our Lady of Pontmain and Our 
Lady of Chene, are really the same viryin. 
„Our Lady ot Redez,” we read in a 
mandate of Mosseigneur the Bishop of Rodez. 
“is about to pay ber visit to Our Lady of 
Lourdes. The virgin of Rouerque wishes to 
leave ber mountains to pay homage to the 
virgin of the Pyrenees. Nos here does 
the idea of the plurality of the virgins appear so 
strikingly as at Chartres, where the cathedral 
alone possesses two virgins under two different 
names,—the one. Our Lady Of the Pillar. in the 
na ve; the other, Our Lady Underground, im the 
crypt. The latter is white, the former is black: 
the black one is crowned, the white one is not. 

Among all ta¢se virgins the worshipers have 
only the troubleof choosing; they are all god- 
desses, and mothers of the same child. 
Patrovesses of sanctuaries, they are above all 
local divinities, is Were the famous Diana of 
the Ephesians, he Artemisia o: Tauns, the 
Minerva of Athms, the Juno of Argos: like 
the innumerable gods of the Termini in the 
campagnas of Creece, Sicily, aud Italy. The 
faithful never mbtake them, they know how to 
distinguish then, they discern differences in 
their features atid physiognomies; they recog- 
nize distinct apitudes and virtues in them. 
And even, if we are to believe their worshipers, 
each one of then cares more for ber own little 
specialty than for the whole of beaven: cares 
more for her ou parish than for the vast worid. 
Some have eva been known in time of drought 
to cause it to uin on their district, and on their 

district alone, aking care that the beneficial 
rain should stœ at the hedge between the two 
parishes: One is powerful against cholera, a 
second agaius jaundice, a third against gout 
and rheumatign, a fourth exempts from con- 
scription, andoon. This little virgin attempts 
only casy cases but that great virgin cares only 
for difficuht thngs. This one causes Normans 
to gain their lersuits, and that one Auvergnats 
to win theirs. None is more stirring and active 
than Our Ladyof the Sacred Heart Issoudun. 
Her commercid house has taken for its device 
the maxim ceomamended by the. Manchester 
school: small posts. but multitudes of sales 
She transacts business to the extem of more 
than a million francs a year; she receives orders 
from all parts i the globe; she exports to the 
interior of Chhs and Thibet, and to the Sand- 
wich Islands. She retails an immense amount 
of indulgences rosaries, and remissions to the 
souls in Purgaory. 

But it is wth divine virgins as with com- 
mon servante-for one who does her work 
heartily, thereare several who are mere lazy- 
bones and siwgards. These latter are justly 
neglected. Thre are some who, after having 
been formerlyillustrious, are now consigned to 
the superpumraries. Those who work best are 
rewarded. \Pizes are awarded them, as in 
French schoos they are giventothe young 
ladies who hwe distinguished themselves in 
their classes. A golden crown is placed upon 
their head inthe midst of a congregation of 
prelates and @ elllux of devotees and curiosity 
seekers. Thi distinction, which is equivalent 
to the patents medals, and licenses distributed 
by the Goverment at official] examinations, gives 
rise to violet competitions, to bitter rivalries 
between thecompetitors. After Our Lady of 
Lourdes wasrowned, the Bishop of Grenoble 
hastily starte off for Rome: in his trunk he car- 
ried a crownyv which there were 45,9000 francs’ 
worth of preious stones, which the Pope was 
obliged to bles immediately that it might adorn 
the head of fur Lady of La Salette. But Our 
Lady of La Wette having become a Princess, 
could Our Ldy of Pontmain consent to be a 
mere plebein‘ In their turn Saint Michael. 
who is onlv te archange! of the celestial militia, 
and Anne d\uray, who is a mere saint. ob- 
tained nobikry crowns as a reward for the 
miracies whih they have wrought.

Porters pour vail- 
fuls of wateiin the reservoir, and on holidays 
the faucets < the pseudo grotto give passage 
to a pseudo tu de Lourdes, which works pseudo 
miracles. Ii certain localities the reservoir 
is filled wh water which is sent from 
Louraes itsif in casks or bottles; but this 
water, whostransportation has cost something, 
is husbandec The Holy Father also has caused 
a little grott, tnitated from that of Lourdes, 
to be set up the gardens of the Vatican, and 
several cask sent him from the sanctuary 
itself, and oed him by pilgrims. Of all the 
„daughters d our Lady of Lourdes, the fa- 
vorite, that ou of the little grottoes which she 
must look won with most satisfactiou, is cer- 
tainly the fc imile of Oostakker, near Gand.

Its first for- 
eign mission was planted in Liberia, Africa, in 
1833, since which time it has added at intervals 
other countries to its field, until it now counts 
ten distinct missions, four of which are ip 
heathen countries. The Society was organized 
in 1819, making its first report in 1820, its re- 
ceipts being about $843. Its first work was 
among the German and other European imm)- 
grants and the Indians, expending down to 1832 
an average of about $/,000 a year on home 
mission work. When it began to feel strong 
enough to enter the foreign field it had in the 
neighborhood of half a million communicants, 
and a very large domestic work. 


The Japanese ark-shrines described by Mr. 
W. Simpson, in the Transactions of the So- 
ciety of Biblical Archzology, are called Termo- 
Sama, or Heaven's lord,” and Hos, or 
„precious seat. They are miniatures of a 
Japanese temple, with a square cella, over- 
hanging roof, folding doors, and wooden fence. 
Like the temples, too, they are built of wood 
and bronze. The shrines which belong to the 
Buddhists have an image within them; those 
used in the service of Shintoism, the State re- 
ligior, merely contain the three symbois of the 
mirror, the sword, and the jewel. The lat ter is 
said to represent cloth or 3 one of the of- 
ferings of the primitive axe. The mirror sym- 
bolizes the sun; and a legend recounts how the 
first was made by a mythic blacksmith, with 
iron from the mines of Heaven. The arks are 
borne upon men’s shoulders by means of 
staves, just as was the Israelite Ark of the 


Covenant. 


Fresh alarm has been created in the English 
Church by the announcement of the intention 
to establish a new religious order, to be called 
“The Fraternity of Jesus.“ Circulars have 
been issued calling for signatures to the pian of 
organization. Its objects mav be gathered from 
the following sentence: One great religious 
order of laymen and priests associate would be 
far better able to cope with puritanical opposi- 
tion and general ignorance than a multitude of 
small societies, the members being so scattered 
about.” The fraternity will consist of three 
orders. The first will be composed of “ Breth- 
ren,“ who will take the three vows of chastity, 
poverty, aud obedience. The second will be 
composed of “Brethren at business in the 
world,.“ who will also keep the three vows, but 
in a modified form,—whatever that may mean. 
The third order will be composed of “* Associate 
Brethren“; these will take the two vows of 
poverty and obedience. The work of the fra- 
ternity will be ochial and mission work, such 
as preaching, the maintaining of day and Sun- 
day schools, etc. Societies and g s of every 
description de formed under the direction 
of brothers of the first order. Societies that do 
not supporta community-house are invited to 
come over bodily to the “ Fraternity of Jesus.“ 
under such~arrangements as will make them 
auxiliaries. This is nothing more nor Jess than 
a scheme for the creation of a Jesuit order in 
the Established Church. 

The Society for Promoting Christian Know)- 
edge has been doing a good work by publishing

Griswold, and an intimation that he has in re- 
serve new revelations which will put to confu- 
sion Jeon a rsp Didier, and Gill, Poe’s defenders. 
The e and the threat, of course, bring Gill’s 
book forward as the latest and most ardent 
of those on side of the poet. When we 
have the proposed revelations ther® will bea 
still further comparison. But the most inter- 
esting result of this Li Table attack at 
present is an article by Mra. G. H. Whitman, the 
venerable lady who was the heroine of what the 
Library Table writer calls 

THE MYSTERIOUS PROVIDENCE EPISODE. 

I sup the mysterious part of this episode 
is that where the various conjectures or ver- 
sions of the — the engagement between 
Mrs. Whitman and Poe took place. One would 
think that the statement in Mr. Gill's book, 
which is direct from Mrs. Whitman herself, 
would be enough <o dispel this mystery,” and 
make it a mystery no longer; but the knight of 
the Library Table seems to think that there is 
no credence to be placed in the statement, for 
he boldly says that he can bring forward evi- 
dence to prove that Poe disclaimed in the pres- 
ence of literary friends any personal interest in 
the projected marriage. but Mrs. Whitman, iu 
her article published yesterday in the Provi- 
dence o hits this all off so wittily and 
happily, and in the end shows up the shaki- 
ness of the knight of the Table so conciusively, 
that I cannot do better than to quote her ver- 
batim : 

An anonymous writer in the last number of the 
Library Table has recommenced hostilities against 
Poe and his recent biographers, by a vigorous de- 
fense of the veracity of Dr. Griswold. He inti- 
mates that he has great things in reserve for the 
— of Messrs. Ingram, Didier, and Giil. He 
has new nuts to crack, new solutions of old 
problems to present. boulders of fact, still 
vorilable., soon to be rolled out to crash the cred- 
ulous young champions who rasuly undertake to 
confute Griswold. 

This chivalrous knight of the Table assures us 
that gentlemen of well-informed literary cir- 
cles have found,-on careful analysis, that no ma- 
terial difference exists between Griswold and his 
critics as to what is called the mysterious Prov- 
idence episode. He is confident that be can pro- 
duce evidence that Poe disclaimed in the presence 
of literary friends any personal interest in the 
projected marriage, even atthe moment of re- 
ceiving their co tulations on the betterment of 
his condition. This was certainly very reprehen- 
sible; yet other men who have sought to marry for 
money have been forgiven, and might even have 
been forgiven for parrying by an affected indiffer- 
ence the congratulations of literary friends” 
upon a betterment so purely bypotheticai. 
Whether Poe loved the lady whose love for him 
is unquestioned, may be a point for there Knights 
of the Round Table to decite. But there are 
worse things than those involved in the Provi- 
dence episode that are now laid to his charge, and 
it is to speak of these that I have been induced to 
notice these stabs in the dark, which are being 
aimed at all wno have undertaken his defense. 
The most formidable boulder which this gal- 
lant knight proposes to hurl from behind his 
masked batteries is a libelous story associated with 
the name of a literary lady of New York, Mrs. E. 
F. Ellet, whose recent death has left a clear field 
for the revival of a scandal not less injurious to the 
lady than to the poet whose reputation it was intend- 
ed to destroy. During the iady’s lifetime it was 
never openly associated with her name. In Dr. 
Griswold's memoir she is spoken of as ‘*a distin- 
guished literary lady of South Carolina, from 
whom Poe borroweé $50, promising to return it in 
a few days, and, when failing to do so, he was 
asked for a written acknowlec2ment of the dent 
that might be exhibited tothe husband of the friend 
who had thus served nim, he denied ali knowledge 
of it. and threatened to exhibit a correspondence 
thet would make lier infamous if she said more on 
the subject 
. the anonymous writer of the Library Table 
proved verson of the story, and the 
discretion and ingenuity with which he introduces 
the name of Mrs. Ellet is noteworthy and amus- 
ing: 
„What. for example, he says, shall be our 
opinion of a man who menaces a lady who has 
been weak enough to write some seniimentai let- 
ters to him, with a reference of the letters to her 
hushand unless she srubmite to the levy of a loan 
required by his necessities’ The late Mra. Ellet, 
one of the kim@est and most considerate of women. 
always maintained that oe 
sadly during her later years, and that his senti- 
mental haisons were one cause of her eariy death.’ 
A few words may serve to piace this infamous 
story in its trve light. 
Mrs. Ellet having chanced to see, or to have been 
shown, at the nome of the poet during 
a note addressed tO nim by Mrs. Usvood (who made 
ro secret of her correspondence with him), took 
that lady to task for her indiscretion, and prevau- 
ed upon her to consent bat a demand shy uld de 
made for the return of hr letters. Margaret Ful- 
ler was one of the two ladies to whom this em)has- 
sy was intrueted: fromthe otherl received this 
account, which she would, I doubt not, confirm to 
the letter were Let lidertv to use her name. Ixri- 
tated by what he regarded as an unwarranutabie in- 
terference on tue part of Mrs. Lilet, Poe indig- 
nantly replied tothe demand by saying that Mrs 
Ellet had better look tober own letters,’’—only 
thisand nothing more. Inthe autumn of 18181 


the facte I have stated. Great scandals and bitter 
feuds had arten in consequence of them. 

In justice to the poet who has suffered so much 
from jealous frieude and relentiess enemies I quote 
a few of the Durning woras wrung from him by a 
sense of intolerable wrong: 

When in tne heat of passion, stung to madness 

by a sense of the injury inflicted upon all of us, — 
upon both families. —I permitted myself to say 
what I should not have said. 1 had no sooner ut- 
tered the words than I felt their dishonor. Terri- 
fied lest [ should again in a moment of madness be 
similarly tempted, I immediately, when those 
ladies were gone, made a package of the letters, 
addressed them to Mrs. Ellet, and with my own 
hands left them at her door. 
There is a hiatus here in the story which I will 
not attempt to supply. Snared in the toils into 
which bis own rash words and his swiftly-return- 
ing sense of honor had betrayed him, the poet had 
left himself no defense against the world’s cruel 
suspicions and ignoble judgments. Airs. Ellet is 
known to have been generous and kind-hearted. 
It is not im ble that money may have been ad- 
vanced by her to Mrs. Clemm of which Poe knew 
nothing, and which, if demanded of him, he had 
no power to repay; but lam not aware that any 
charge of his financial indebtedness to the lady was 
included in the original story. 

I have recently seen a letter from a gentieman 
who stands in the front rank of England's living 
peste. He says: Tnis story has done Poe more 

njury than anything else in Griswold's mendacious 
narrative. Is there no one who can disprove it?” 

The anonymous author of the improved version, 
ust puolished in the Library Table, —the chiv- 
alrous knight who is about to crush ali Poe's 
friends and admirers with ‘* boulders of still veri- 
fiable facts, may after all be only a soldier of for- 
tune, writing and fighting without personal in- 
terest im the matter, on the side which can best 
minister to ‘‘the betterment of his own con- 
dition.” 

By the light of such facts as I am enabled to pre- 
sent, the threatened boulder may apparently be 
classed as a conglomerate,—a medley of flint and 
sandstone, having no integral consistency, and 
held together only by successive incrustations of 
mar! and mud. 

I do not hold the gentlemanly editors of the Li-
